A despatch from Washington today 


gives the following story.of-Benjamin Holt, 
formerly of this city: 


Last summer, Benjirain Holt of Lowell, 


and Charles T. Thresh of Lawrence came 
to this city for the purpose of establishing 
national headquarters for the Supreme 
lodge of the United Reserve Fund associ- 
ates, which was incorporated here April 
29, 1893, its motto being "Industry, Pru- 
dence. Plenty.'' 


Mr. Holt became president of the insti- 


:ution, Mr. Thresh, organizer, and Charles 
S. Dodge, secretary. They maintained no 
office address, but transacted their business 
through box 455 of the city postoffice. 


These Men Were Hostlers. 


They made a feature of soliciting clerks 


in the departments to join their order. 
They closely imitated both the bee and the 
ant. 


Success came slowly, but with apparent 


certainty. Last October Columbia lodge. 
No. 2, was established, beins; the first orga- 
nized in this city. At present the lodge 
comprises 44 members, among them beinj 
several officials and many clerks promineni 
in the departments. 


The order insures persons of both sexes 


between 18 and 60 years old in sums of 
from $500[to $1000," 'payable at death or 
maturity in periods of from 4 to 10 years. 
Tne assessments vary In amount accordlnj 
to age, and can be called at any time when 
it is considered necessary. 


The members believe the institution to 


be a good thing, and say that tbe lodge 
here has been healthily born and is in a 
flourishing condition.

In September Holt made the acquain- 


tance of 


Mrs.M. D V. ezicr. 


She has resided here for several years, and 
at one time she kept a boarding house. 
Later she became a teacher of physical 
culture, and for the past four or five yeara 
has been the chief exponent of the system, 
combining therewith a course of lessons m 
elocution. 
Mrs. Osier's motto was the 


platitude of Plato, "fie is a cripple who 
cultivates his mind and not bis body." 


She organized classes In connection with 


various institutions of learning, gave in- 
structions to specully formed classes, or 
taught privately, as her clients desired. She 
conducted herself wiCb prudence, attended 
strictly to her own business, and received 
the commendations of her patrons, who 
represented all phases and gradations of 
tbe upper social crust. She bad classes at 
the Cochran, the Elsmere, the Spencerlan 
business college and otber places through- 
out the city. 


Among her credentials, which were num- 


erous and of a superior quality, she had 
the following autograph letter from Sena- 
tor Sherman: 


"I heartily commend Mrs. Ozier to the 


favor of all. She is competent in her pro- 
fession. 
John Sherman." 


Mrs. Ozier's parents .reside in Toledo, 0. 


Sbe and her husband separated 10 or 12 
years ago, but it is only recently that any 
steps have been taken looking to the insti- 
tution of divorce proceedings. In appear- 
ance she approaches the classic, being near- 
ly 5 feet 9 inches tail, of almost faultless 
physique and a perfect blonde. 


Early m October last 


Mr. Holt and Mrs. Ozier 


took adjoining rooms in the outskirts. 


Thus life and time passed. 4{r. Holt 


was fervently religious, a Methodist, pure 
and simple. He announced in bis cheery 
way that he proposed to convert Mre. 
Ozier. He often referred with great pride 
to his wife and three grown children in 
Lowell, and kept a variety of domestic 
photographs conspicuously displayed about 
his room. At all times be appeared to be 
theFaithful Husband, Deyoted Father 
and sincere Christian. After a short stay 
at their first boarding place they made) 
various moves, but always had apartments' 
in the same house. 


Two months ago Mrs. Holt came here, 


and remained only a few days. About 
three weeks ago Mrs. Holt returned to 
Washington. Holt told his business as- 
sociates that be was going north on a 
business trip. He has not since re- 
turned. 


About the same time Mrs. Ozier left, os- 


tensibly to go to her home in Toledo on ac- 
count of her father's illness. Since that 
time nothing has been heard of either, and 
Mrs. Ozier's friends have advertised for 
her. Her pareats have not seen her. 


Hplt Is a man of about 50, and has been 


a prominent citizen of Lowell, lie has a 
married daughter and one son and daugh- 
ter unmarried. He was engaged in the 
merchant tailoring business, and accumu- 
lated considerable property. He owned a 
fine city residence and a country bouse at 
Kennebunk. He turned over everything 
to his wife before establishing his "insur- 
ance enterprise here.

Hoar, Lodge. Allen. Pcffer and Kyle. 
There were 43 of the industrials present, 
and Fitzgerald told the senators that they 
represented as many trades. 


They presented their petitions to the 


senators, and asked that 10 or 12 of their 
men should be allowed to go upon the 
floor of the senate while one of them 
should read it, but they did not receive 
any definite response to this request. 


Fitzgerald said he had visited Mr. 


Coxey at his quartern in jail, and had ex- 
pressed his sympathy with him. He had 
told him that his men were willing to ac- 
cept all His doctrines except that of rein- 
carnation, which he thought might us 
well be left out when so practical a ques- 
tion aa that of the want of bread con- 
fronted the people.

Mr. Bowers explained that the city's 


)ruposition is to close up George street at 
be end of the Boston & Maine station. 
This will not afford any inconvenience, us 
theie are many outlets in this vicinity. At 
'Jhurch street, it is proposed to depress the 
racks, two feet, and raise the street. The 
itreet raued so as to run over the tracks. 
!n order to do this it will be neceisaty to 
do away with the old stone bUdge. TUe 
trade from tbe bridge coming down from 
Jpncord street will be about 3.4, in 100; it 
w ill be level on the bridge, and then on 
the way to Central street, It will be about S 
feet In 100.

I say 


"magnificent" conference, for no wor j 
short of that in meaning ffii express thi' 
earnestness and determination and the 
ferfor Ttjych seized upon and held the 
loinds afw hearts of the champions of 
labor who were present at the meeting 
there were men in that conference whu 
hare been identified with the efforts of 
the workers to improve conditions fo? 
more than a quarter of a century. They 
have been active participants in scores 
of conventions, congresses and confer- 
ences called and conducted in labor's 
interest, but these veterans agreed with 
theii younger and newer associates that 
this conference of April, 1894, was 
more significant in what it was and 
what it forecasts than any that had ever 
before been held. 


It may interest my readers to know 


the especial reasons for this opinion so 
unanimously concurred in by those who 
attended the conference, and it is my 
intention to give them as they appeal- 
ed to me during the two days and after 
in the qniet moments I have given to a 
thoughtful consideration of the subject 
It is no secret that the labor movement 
in this country during the past 10 years, 
though it has enjoyed phenomenal 
growth in its several parts, has heeu 
forming into separate wings which havii 
drifted apart, getting farther and far- 
ther away from each other and in some 
instances becoming- opponents of more 
or less bitterness. Interests, instead of 
remaining identical, as they must bo 
when correctly understood and properly 
directed, have become antagonistic, and 
some of the most intense conflicts in 
which labor's forces have engaged were 
between the opposing branches of the 
same army. These fraticidal and ruin- 
ous struggles have not only been costly 
from a financial standpoint and fre- 
quently disastrous in then- effects upon 
wages and conditions of employment, 
but they have imhittered the members 
of one organization against those of aa- 
other. Not only have the leaders becoma 
involved ia bitter -warfare npon .each 
•>-her. The rank and file have in a ma- 
jority of oases been fiercer than their 
officers in denunciation of a rival organ- 
izution. The leaders cannot lead where 
the masses will not follow. 


A change has come \vithin a year. 


The reasons for this change need not he 
discussed hera It is sufficient to know 
that they are creditable to the good 
sense of the men in the labor move- 
ment The great mass which composes 
the body of organized labor has signi- 
fied a wish for a new policy, and the 
leaders, who have long been tired of the 
internecine strife in which they got the 
major part of the bruises and few of tho 
rewards, are ready to labor for the inan 
guration and extension of methods of 
organization which will secure the sol- 
idarity of forces. Then the most signifi- 
cant fact connected with the recent con- 
ference was that there were in attend 
anoe representative men of organiza- 
tions which have been at war with each 
other—men who have never fraternized 
and never bef ore oame together, and who 
assembled with the avowed purpose of 
unitedly'delving in search of a common 
and lasting foundation. With few ex- 
ceptions the men of prominence in or- 
ganizations who were nnable from one 
reason or another to be present sent 
convincing assurances that they are with 
the unification movement to the extreme 
limit of their power and ability.

Wick M acts to a certain degree as a si- 
phon, absorbing the water in the glass E 
and discharging it into the lower vessel, 
B. In consequence of this the former emp- 
ties slowly, While the latter fills gradually. 
The sinking ol the water level naturally 
produces, the same with fee float F, there- 
by actuating the pulley B, the arbor A 
and the hour hand C. By a suitably large 
pulley, B, tho hour hand can he made to 
revolve in an approximately correct time." 


In spite of some difficulties, such as get- 


ting a glass of exactly the correct shape 
and the pulley of tho right size, readers of 
a mechanical turn of mind may find enter- 
tainment in endeavoring to construct this 
imitation of a clepsydra, or antique Ro- 
man water clock. 


Scrap Steel Rolled Into Shape. 


A process has been discovered by which 


scrap steel can be heated and- rolled into 
shape, according to an exchange. The 
secret of tho invention is a mineral com- 
position, which, blended with certain 
chemicals and mised with tho scrap, en- 
ables tho mass to be heated, rolled and 
welded -without melting. Crosspieces of 
scrap are placed in layers over a bottom 
piece, and the composition is applied. 
Finally a top piece is laid on, and the 
whole is strapped together with iron, mak 
ing a bundle 2J4 inches thick, which is 
heated and rolled into any shape required.

The So Called Criminal Type. 


The all important question among criia- 


nologists is whether there Is a peculiar 
ihyeical type vAich at once marts and 
condemns the habitual criminal. Science 
says that in a paper read before the Bus- 
Bian Anthropological |ociety last October 
Professor E..Petri of St. Petersburg de- 
clared in favor of the reality of the ' 'type, " 
maintaining that it had been denied be- 
cause of lack of tmiJonnity in modes of 
measurement and in the technical nomen- 
clature- as- well as from a neglect of proper 
selection of cases. He argued that a so 
called "pare series" of criminal types 
could be obtained and would always show 
clearly defined contrasts to a series of non- 
criminal individuals. 


On the other hand, the legal profession 


almost unanimously deny the existence of 
iho ''type."' Take, they say, a dozen crimir 
nals as they come into the dock, wash and 
dress them as neatly, and they will cer- 
iainly look as well as the dozen men in the 
jury bos impaneled to pronounce upon 
iheir misdeeds. To be sure many crimi- 
nals are such through want, misery and 
destitution, and these leave their traces, 
iut as many more have not suffered in 
;his manner, and a large class of crimes 
demand a well regulated life for their 
commission, so the average is maintained. 
Of course exception must be made in 
either case of mental alienation, idiocy, 
insanity and the like.

Dull yel- 
low flowers are evidently obnoxious to bee- 
tles, for we find that they almost entirely 
avoid them. Bull purple seems to be the 
choice color of the host of minute insects 
that swarm around marshes, the margins 
of lakes and wet places generally. White 
is the favorite color of night flying moths. 
Butterflies and Decs choose brilliant reds, 
pinks, blues and violets. Step by step the 
colors become more and more intense, as 
the struggle for lifo continues. By actu- 
ally counting the number of insects visit- 
ing various flowers during the course of a 
day it is found to be the universal rule 
that where other things are equal those 
blossoms that are most conspicuous are of- 
tenest visited. The visits are direct1)- in 
proportion to their conbpicnousness unless 
some other attraction or repulsion comes 
in play. Odoriferous violets, though much 
less conspicuous than large and 'oeautiJtil 
pansies, will hare more visitors. The fra- 
grance is here tho great allurement, says 
Popular Science Neves.

It may interest my readers 


tho espeeinl roasocs for this opinion E 
unanimously concurred in by those- wh 
attended tie conference, aiid it is in 
Intention to give them aa they appear 
ed to me during the two days and afte 
in tho quiet moments I have given to 
thoughtful consideration of tho subject 
It is no secret that the labor rnovemen 
in this country during the pant 10 years 
though it has enjoyed phenomena 
growth in its several parts, has beet] 
forming into separate wings which havu 
drifted apart, getting farther and for 
ther away from each othor and iu soinu 
instances becoming opponents of more 
or less bitterness. Interests, instead of 
remaining identical, as they must ho 
when correctly understood nnd properly 
directed, have become antagonistic, am 
some of the most intense conflicts ii 
which labor's forces have engaged were 
between the opposing branches of the 
name army. These fraticidnl and rain 
ous straggles have not only been costly 
from a financial standpoint and fcv- 
quently disastrous in their Directs upon 
wages and conditions of employment, 
but they have imbittered tho membem 
of one organisation against those of an- 
plher. - Not only have tho leaders become 
involved iu bitter warfare upon .each 
o! her. The rank and file have in n run- 
Jutity of eases been fiercer than their 
ulilcers in denunciation of a rival organ- 
mition. Tho lenders cannot lead where 
Ihe masses will not follow. 


A change has oomo within a year. 


The reasons for this change need not bo 
discussed hero. It is Bnfflcleut to know 
that they are creditable- to the good 
seiiue of tho men in the labor move- 
ment Tho groat moss which composes 
the body of organized labor has signi- 
fied a wish for a «ew policy, nnd the 
leaders, who have long been tired of tho 
internecine strife in which they got the 
major part of the bruises nnd few of tho 
rewards, are ready to labor for the inau- 
guration nnd extension of methods of 
organization which will Bocnro the sol- 
idarity of forces. Then tho most signifi- 
cant fact connected with the recent con- 
ference was that there wore in atteud- 
&iioc representative men of organiza- 
tions which have been tit war with each 
other—men who have never fraternized 
and never before oame together, and who 
assembled with the avowed purpose of 
unitedly delving in search of n common 
and lasting foundation. With few ex- 
ceptions the men of prominence in or 
ganizatious who wore nnnblo from one 
reason or another to be present sen 
convincing assurauoes that they arc with 
the unification movement to tho oxtremt 
limit of their power and ability. 


The second important feature of the 


conference was that during two days ol 
earnest and animated discussion not one 
cnt of the more than fifty present for a 
moment lost sight of the object for 
which they were assembled. 
Though 


the debate' on questions of method fre- 
quently waxed warm, it uover once got 
beyond tho influence of tho principle at 
stake, and tho spirit of fraternity dwelt 
with that body of earnest men nnd 


• brought to faces which for years have 
worn a look of perplexity a smile of 
hope and fnith. When tho session closed 
and the conference adjourned sino die, 
there was no croaking and not the 
slightest indication of discontent over 
the results. Every one present declared 
himeelf satisfied with whnt had been 
done, and with clasped hands all pledged 
themselves to labor to the best of their 
ability to accomplish fully the purposes 
declared by the conference.

the reasons for saying that this confer- 
ence was the most significant of good 
things for tlio labor movement of any 
that has ever been held in this coniilry.

Scrnp Steel Rolled Into Shape. 


A process has been discovered by which 


scrap steel can bo heated and' ro.'lcd Into 
shape, according to an exchange. The 
secret of tho invention Is a mineral com- 
position, which, blended with certain 
ohomicala and mixed with tho scrap, en- 
ables tho mass to bo heated, rolled and 
welded without melting. CrosBpieoes of 
scrap are placed In layers over a bottom 
piece, and tho composition Is applied. 
Finally a top piece is laid on, and tho 
whole Is strapped together with iron, mak- 
ing a bundle B"f inches thick, which Is 
heated and rolled into any shape required.

Non Union Men Blown 


With Giant Powder, 


DYNAMITE IS. -RES'ERV£4» 
FOR 


FURTHER EMERGENCIES.. 


Strikers Threaten to Kill All the 


Deputies. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., May 26.—Eleven 


men killed, with a strong probability that 
the number of dead will be increased 
when all is known, is tho record of the 
first day of trouble here, although real 
fighting has not yet begun, as the depu- 
ties are awaiting reinforcements before 
beginning active operations. 


At JO o'clock yesterday morning 11 men 


started to work in the Strong mine on 
Battle mountain. Shortly afterward a 
large party of strikers blew up the shaft- 
house \vith powder, causing a loss of 
$25,000, and then dropped 100,000 pounds 
of giant powder down the shaft, which 
was also exploded, killing all the inmates. 


Not more than 300 yards from the 


strong shafthouse, 16 men who had been 
engaged to go to work in the Independ- 
ence mine, were surrounded in their 
bunkhouse, and after 
a long parley 


agreed to surrender. 
Each one was 


armed with a rifle and a brace of re- 
volvers—the arms ace now in the posses- 
sion of the strikeis 


It is rumored that the strikers attacked 


the Aualee mine, 
overpowering 
the 


guards, after which they blew up the 
shafthouse, but the rumor has not been 
verified. When the deputies are finally 
massed and the two forces come together a 
most desperate battle will be doubtless 
fought. The situation is one of most 
painful anxiety. Not a lew believe the 
town will be a smoldering mass by an- 
other sunset if the strikers be not re- 
strained. 


A Helen "I Terror. 


At Yictor, six miles away, where fully 


1000 
people reside, a reign of terror ex- 


ists. Within a half-mile of the corpora- 
tion limits of the town fully SOO'J union 
miners,,arined with rifles, have paraded 
np and down the side o£ the hill. People 
whom, the miners believed objectionable 
were ordered to leave the place. 


The guards from Denver, upon arrival 


at Victor, went into camp on a neighbor- 
ing hill. The strikers threw out a picket 
line entirely surrounding them, but at 
such a distance that guaranteed them 
safety from the deputies' rifles. It is said 
the strikers hava planted under their 
breastworks on Bull hill a quantity of 
dynamite, with the intention of blowing 
it up if it should be taken and occupied 
by the deputies. 


One of the largest mine o-wners in Colo- 


rado Springs is authority for the state- 
ment that the mine owners have planted 
a rifled canon on a hill commanding the 
breastworks, and that it will be used to 
dislodge the strikers from that position. 


Striken Flocking to Puna. 


PANA, Ills., May 20.—The people here 


ara in a wild state of excitement over the 
reported approach ot foreign strikers, 
who are on the way to force out the man 
here and do damage to the mining plants. 
Late telegrams from Illinois Central 
trainmen say 20,000 men are en route to 
Fana from southern districts, also that 
1000 are coming here from northern dis- 
tricts. 


Gambllnc Endorsed. 


PEOVIDEKCE, May 26.—Both branches o£ 


the state legislature adjourned yesterday, 
An act was passed yesterday to prevent 
poolselling and gambling in cities, but 
legalizing it on race tracks in various 
parts of the state during meetings. The 
act was not introduced until yesterday 
morning, but it passed both committees 
and houses without a hearing.

Shoe Industry Thriving— 


Reports of Failure* In Various Lines of 
Business. 


NEW YORK, May 26.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 


Weekly Review of Trade says: Storms 
and floods, prolonged strikes and large 
txports oC gold have done their utmost 
this week to give business ft vacation. 
But the wants unsatisfied during the past 
year, belated and much lessened and yet 
greater than those of any other nation, 
have caused a volume of trade quite large 
for the season.^ The strikes do not appear 
near an end,' and while violence and 
bloodshed have occurred at a few points, 
most of the operators are making no ef- 
fort to work their mines. Railroad traffic 
is aa yet affected comparatively little, but 
weeks of idleness for so many—either par- 
ticipating in or affected by the strikes- 
must lessen purchasing power and de- 
mand for goods, and so clourt an outlook 
which had begun to seem brighter. 


Prices of products still tend downward 


without much speculation. "Wheat re- 
covered a little at the end of last week, 
but 
went down again with decidedly 


favorable prospects for the coming yield. 


Corn has been stronger, notwithstand- 


ing the large receipts and insignificant 
exports. 


Pork products all declined with heavy 


receipts, and coffee is also lower. 


Cotton has recovered a shade to 71-4 


cents, though receipts for the week were 
nearly as large as last year, and exports 
much smaller. 


Scarcity of Goal Causing Trouble. 


While the iron industry especially, and 


many others to some extent, havo been 
restricted by scarcity of coal and coke, the 
number of works resuming has been 
greater than the number stopping from 
other causes, but it is a symptom not to 
be overlooked that the demand for manu- 
factured products instead of increasing 
appears for the moment rather smaller 
than before, and indifference of buyers is 
shown in cancellation of orders hitherto 
given. 


Works in operation are fairly busy in. 


closing up orders for a belated spring de- 
mand, but there is even more shrinkage 
in orders for the future than was noticed 
last year as the precursor of coming dull- 
ness. In the woolen manufacture this is 
especially true, except as to dress goods, 
•which are in fair demand, and sales of 
8,261,215 pounds wool, against 2.394,650 
last year, if not partly speculative, would 
represent much less than a full consump- 
tion. There appears no increased demand 
lor cotton goods, and manufacturers have 
agreed that the accumulation of print 
cloths must presently be checked by sus- 
pending production. 


The boot and shoe industry gives more 


evidence of improvement than any other, 
and the shipments from Boston, accord- 
ing to The Shoe and Leather Reporter, 
again exceed those of the same week last 
year. 


Failures diminish ia importance, the 


amount of liabilities for the third week 
in May being only $2,204,139, and for 
three weeks $7,336,972, of which 18,643,- 
687 were of manufacturing and $5,025, 
007 of trading concerns. 
The number 


of f ailures reported this week ia 183 iu 
the United States, against 259 last year, 
and in Canada 28, against 14 last year, 
and again there are noted scarcely any of 
importance.

E, Colo,, May 20.—Eleven 


men killed, with a strong? probability that 
lha number of dead will be increased 
when all ia known, is iho record ol the 
first day ol trouble here, although real 
fighting has not yet lingua, as the depu- 
ties are awaiting rcenforeemeuts before 
beginning aotive operations. 


At 10 o'clock yesterday morning 11 men 


started co work in the Strong rniue on 
Battle mountain. Sbortly afterward a 
large party of strikers blew up the shaft- 
houae with powder, causing a loss of 
$25,000, und then, dropped 100,000 pounds 
of giaut powder down the ihaft. which 
waft also exploded, fcUUnn all the inmates. 


Not more than 300 yards from the 


strong shttfthouas, Ifl men who had been 
engaged to go to work in the Independ- 
ence mine, were surrounded in 
their 


bunkhouse, and after 
a long parley 


agreed to surrender. 
Each one was 


•rraed with a rifle and a brace ol re- 
volvers—the arms are now in the posses- 
sion of the strikers. 


It is rumored that the strikers attacked 


the Analea mine, 
overpowering 
the 


gunrda, after which- they blew up the 
Bhafthouae, but the rumor has not been 
verified. 
When the deputiea are flimlly 


massed and the two forces come togethera 
most desperate battle will be doubtless 
fought. The situation is one of most 
painfnl anxiety. Not a few believe the 
town will be a smoldering mass by an- 
other sunset if the strikers be not re- 
strained. 


A Reign of Terror. 


At Victor, six miles away, where fnlly 


1000 
people reside, a reign of terror ei- 


iatfl. Within a hulf-mlle ol the corpora- 
tion limits of the town fully 300U union 
miners,.armed with rifles, have paraded 
tip and down the side of the bill. People 
whom the miners believed objectionable 
were ordered to leave the place. 


The guards Irom Denver, upon arrival 


nt Victor, went into camp on a neighbor- 
Ing hill. The strikers threw out a picket 
line entirely surrounding them, but at 
such a distance that guaranteed them 
Bafety from the deputies' rLB.es. 
It is said 


the strikers have planted under their 
breastworks on Bull hill a quantity of 
dynamite, with the Intention of blowing 
it up if it should be taken and occupied 
by the deputies. 


One of the largest mine owners in Colo- 


rado Springs Is authority for the state- 
ment that the mint owners have planted 
a rifled canon on e. hill commanding the 
breastworks, and that It will bo used to 
dislodge tha atrtkers from that position.

But the wants unsatisfied during tbe past 
year, bdtiUd and much lessened and yet 
greater than those of any other nation, 
have caused a volume ol trade quite lai-ge 
for the season. The strikes do not appear 
near tin end, and while violonce aud 
bloodshed have occurred nt n few points, 
moit of tht; opcrutora uro making no ef- 
fort to work their mines. Railroad traffic 
la QB yet affected comparatively little, but 
weeks of Idleness for BO many—either par- 
ticipatlug in or affected by the strikes— 
must lessen purchasing power and de- 
mand for goods, nod so clouri nn outlook 
which had begun to seem brighter. 


Prices of products atiU tend downward 


without much speculation. Whcut re- 
covered a little at the end of lost week, 
but 
went down agQin with decidedly 


favorable prospects for the coming yield. 


Corn has been stronger, notwithstand- 


ing the lurge receipts and insignificant 
exports- 


Pork products all declined with heavy 


receipts, and coffee is also Lower. 


Cotton has recovered a shade to 7 1-4 


cents, though receipts for the week were 
nearly as large as last year, and exports 
much smaller. 


Scarcity of Goal Canning Trouble. 


While the Iron Industry especially, and 


many others to some extent, hava been 
restricted by scarcity of coal and coke, the 
number of works resuming has been 
greater than the number stopping from 
other cttuecB. but it ia a symptom not to 
be overlooked that the demand for manu- 
factured products Instead of increasing

Henes unscrupulous ones are 


driven often to practice many dodges, some 
ot them harmless enough, others not BO al- 
together, in order to attract ptitlents or to 
get as much from them us possible. 


Medical etiquette is strict, und any 


breach of it would very soon bring down 
tho terrors of tho medical profession on tho 
head of the offender. Aid advertising is 
one of the unprofessional practices which 
is absolutely interdicted. The nrtijie on 
tho doorplate is nil a doctor in allowed by 
way of directing the attention of the pub- 
lic to tho fact that iw is in their inidst, 
ready to apply his knowledge for their 
good. But there Is advertising and adver- 
tising, and there arc various ways in which 
tho ambitious young physician or aurgson 
can evade the strict letter of tho law. 


Some of these aro old trioUa, yet uono 


the less ore they effectual in a certain de- 
gree and used in town and country whors 
tho chance odors. Now York is of oourau 
the natural refugo of tho Bhady physician,;- 
and many of his dodges may be most easily 
worked hero, but tho pressure is terrible, 
and many 11 medical man hns u very hura 
struggle. This may bo realized when it ia 
stated that there te in tho metropolis ono 
doctor for every 7!SO people. Deduct tho 
nonpaying' patients and allow for largo 
practices, and tho problem of existence for 
the average medical man seems insoluble. 


In advertising it is a good maxim—from 


the advertiser's point of view—to assume 
a virtue, if you have it not. Tho doctor 
wllo has no patients stands a poor cluuiee 
of getting any. Consequently with n little 
capital it is possible to purchase patients 
to muke o. show. A string of empty car- 
riages at tho door or a well filled waiting 
room, judiciously manipulated, according 
to locality, aro good though rather expen- 
sive advertisements. It might even bo 
possible, but not very easy, one would 
think, for the doctor longing to buo the 
face of his first patient to keep him wuit- 
ing when he does turn up half an hour or 
more under pretense of bubig already en- 
gaged with another. A round o£ two or 
three calls is easily extended by u few im- 
aginative hints into a dozen or two, but 
tho bolder trickster lauuchea out into rurfv 
less expenditure, hires a carriage, keeps it 
at his door jfad is constantly being driven 
hero, there ttnd everywhere. Then: "Dr. 
S 
has such a large practice! We musi 


send for him," is tho desired result, which, 
alas! does not always come about.

Soiuo of tho most successful and remark- 


able engineering enterprises have been 
lalmed to owe their existence to circum- 
itances whieh, wheu considered In th«m- 
Jelvcs, seem far too trivial to have pro- 
duced such Important results.

After pouring a little alcohol on the sul-

should be lighted first; the others m order. 


The operator will need to move quiokly, j 


for no one can breathe sulphurous fumes j 
•with safety. 


After closing the door the cracks around 


It should be pasted up, as was done within 
the room. 


Six lours at least are generally neces- 


sary to fumigate a room properly At tho 
end of that tune it may be entered and tho 
•windows opened, and they should bo ieft 
open as long'as convenient, even for a 
•week if possible. 


After fumigation a thorough process ot 


cleansing should be instituted. At least 
the walls and ceiling should be rubbed 
dry. Much tho bettor way is to white- 
wash and repapor. To these instructions 
The Journal of Health adds the recom- 
mendation that the floor, and the wood- 
work, and tho furnituie be scrubbed with 
a bolution of carbolic acid or some other 
disinfectant. 


Going Up Stairs.

Don't Be Afraid to Drink Water. 


Dr. Yorke Davis expresses himself thus 


emphatically in a medical journal in re- 
gard to water: "Of all foods required— 
•water is a food—to keep the system in 
healthy working order, water is the most 
important. A man may live •without any 
one particular feind of diet, whether it be 
flesh, fish or vegetable, but he cannot live 
without water. It enters into the compo- 
sition of every tissoe-ancl fluid in the body. 
Digestion cannot be carried on -without it, 
and when food has accomplished the nour- 
ishing of the different tissues it is by 
moans of water that its waste is carried 
away. Indeed without water dry food 
•would be poison and the digestive appara- 
tus as-useless as a miller's wheel with no 
stream to turn it. There is not one hour 
of our existence, from the cradle to the 
grave, that it does not fill an important 
part in the operation of our lives."

Just two 
hours after I had said goodby to my shoot- 
ing irons and taken the buofcboard'' stage'' 
we saw a coyote ahead of us, close to the 
trail. Seeing us coming, he selected a soft 
spot, sat down within 30 yards of the toil 
and waited for us. 


We drove up, stopped as we got opposite 


him, and still he did not run. That vil- 
lain sat there coolly and looked us over 
without moving a muscle, but with a leer 
that plainly said, '-Xow, don't you wish 
you had your old gun?"

The Care'of a St. Bernard. 


A St. Bernard puppy should never be 


taken away from his mother until he is 
six weeks old and only then if healthy. A 
few days before the puppy is taken from 
his mother he should be given daily a lit- 
tle hominy made tain or some of the pat- 
ent pepsinated puppy food, given accord 
ing to the directions which accompany tin 
biscuits 
This food prepares the puppy's 


delicate little digestive organs for the most 
trying ordeal of his life, the severance 
from natural to artificial diet. A puppj 
should lap the hominy or puppy food 
whichever is selected, of his own free wil 
and never be fed with a spoon.. 


When the puppy can feed himself, hi 


should then have placed laefore him a bow 
of milk, which should be boiled and al 
lowpd to cool to the temperature of blopd. 
Great and sudden changes in the die 
should be avoided. Milk is the most v,al 
uable food for newly weaned puppies tha 
can be given, and it is advisable to give 
them, if ""possible, the same cow's milk, 
which is not obtainable always. I havi 
found that condensed milk, keeping to the 
same brand, is the most desirable. As 
puppies grow older scalded bread, thor 
oughly boiled oatmeal and' puppy dog 
cake made to a pulp should make 
of the necessary sis meals a day that they 
crave. From 6 to 12 weeks, their other 
meals may consist of the same solid mace- 
rials, substituting: broth in the place o 
milk. The more variety a pup can have 
the better,—Ladies' Home Journal.

The First Carrouades. 


The earliest mention of the use of car- 


ronades in actual warfare which I have 
met with is contained in the Edinburgh 
Advertiser for April 13, 1779, page 248, 
where accounts are given of an action 
fought March 17, 1779, in St. George's 
channel, near the Taskar rock, between 
the British privateer Sharp and the Amer- 
ican privateer Skyrocket, The former was 
armed with carronades, "short guns of a 
new construction, made at Carron." One 
of these accounts is from Captain MacAr- 
thur, an Englishman, vrhowasat the time 
a prisoner on board the Skyrocket and was 
in a position to speak of the damage sus 
tained by that ship. 


On April 19, in the same year, a spirited 


action was fought in the channel between 
the Spitfire, a British piivateer armed with 
16 18 pounder carronades, commanded bj 
Captain Thomas Bell and owned by John 
Zuiller and others, and the Surveillante, s 
French frigate of 32 guns and a large 
crew. The Spitfire was taken alter an 
obstinate fight, the Surveillante sustain- 
ing considerable damage. The loss i£ 
announced in the Edinburgh Adver 
tiser of May 14, pages 818 and 817, and 
in the issue for May 25, page 340, 
there is a letter from the captain, then a 
prisoner at L'Orient, to the owners, giving 
an account of the aSair, which is, how- 
ever, described more folly in The Adver- 
tiser for Oct. 26, page 277.—Notes and 
Queries. 


Jewish Sabbath .ind the Romans. 


The disdain of the Romans for the Jew- 


ish Sabbath, because it was not accompa- 
nied oy any tumult or noisy and joyful 
demonstrations, perpetuated itself through- 
out all ages. Rutelius who was the pre- 
fect of Rome under Honorium, says, in 
speaking of the Jews: "They are very 
much attached to the cold Sabbath, but 
their heart is colder than their religion. 
The seventh day of every week is conse- 
crated to a shameful idleness, IB memory 
of the rest to which their God gave him- 
self up after he was harassed by fatigue." 


Juvenal does not love the Sabbath, 


which, according to him, is -also a sad 
feast, for he relates that the kings of Pal- 
estine celebrate that day barefooted. Ju- 
venal meant perhaps to designate here, by 
"festa Sabbata," the day of Atonpnent 
and the fast of the ninth of Ab—anniver- 
sary of the destruction of the temple at 
Jerusalem. During these two days the 
Jews remained, in fact, barefooted. 


Juvenal has no great affection for the 


Jews. He has an aversion for those who 
observe the Sabbath, that live isolated, 
and who do not mingle with the Komans 
He dislikes them because they have a pe- 
culiar religion and special laws, and he 
reproaches them for despising the Komaa 
laws.—Menorah. 


The Thermometer. 


Hero of Alexandria, who lived about 130 


years before Christ, is said to have been 
the real inventor of tl,e rade '"weather 
tester" used for measuring the heat of the 
atmosphere, which was continued in use 
until about the time of the opening of the 
seventeenth century. About the tiatc last 
mentioned it was reduced to an instru- 
ment more convenient and accurate by one 
Sanctonio, an Italian, and was afterward 
much improved by various scientists, es- 
pecially by Fahrenheit, who, in 1720, add- 
ed the scale and other important details, 
converting the old "weather tester" into 
an apparatus of much usefulness.—St. 
Louis Bepublic.

"milk name," when thoy are a few weeks 
old. This is conferm! upon them with a 
certain degree ot ceremony. After tho 
birth of a son among well to do people 
the parents spread a feast to -which all 
mole relatives and intimate Mends are in- 
vited. When the company is assembled, 
the father carries tho child into the room 
and anounces the name decided upon. Ev- 
ery one who attends the entertainment \a 
the bearer of a present, and on leaving re- 
ceives in return an omamentai box con- 
taining a slice of ro.ibt pork, a custom 
bringing to mind tho rather more reflned 
French one of giving each guest atra chris- 
tening a box of bonbons. The mother does 
not appear at table* bat passes the day In 
chin-chinning (to ^chin-chin" IB to greet, 
to propitate, eto.) tho gods on the baby's 
behalf. During the evening, in order to 
warn off evil spirits, numbers of firecrack- 
ers are exploded. It is not considered nec- 
essary to give a feast when a daughter is 
born, norarothecong*aculatloneof friends 
expected. Children's "milk names" aje 
always fanciful and pretty, but that the 
evil eyo may be averted these aro often 
dropped and the little ones called by some 
opprobrious nickname, such as pig, bug, 
hog, flea, etc. 


When a boy's eduction begins, a shn 


using, or "book name," is assumed. He ia 
taken by his father to the school which 
has been chosen, where the father and 
teacher units ia kowtowing before tho 
memorial tablets of Confucius and other 
gages—some of these tablets always hang 
on the walls of schoolrooms—and in be- 
seeching them to look favorably upon the 
lad. The shu ming consists of two char- 
acters which have some auspicious and ap- 
propriate meaning, such names as Intel- 
ligent Scholar, Bnteiing Virtue, Bapld 
Progress, etc., being frequently selected. 


When a man marries he adopts yet an- 


other name colled tsz (btyle). This is some- 
times composed of a combination of his 


milk" and "book" names, but is more 


commonly brand new for the occasion, 
he obtains a literary degree or occupies an 
official position, he receives a kwan ming, 
or "official name." If he is a tradesman, 
he takes a hac, or "shop name." Itis usual 
for the hao to contain some allusion either 
to the personal appearance or to the occu 
pation of the shopkeeper. This custom 
accounts for the ridiculous signs which 
amuse "globe trotters" as they stroll along 
the Queen's road in Hong-Kong or 
der into the Honkew of Shanghai, the 
signs in these streets being written in Eng- 
lish. Strictly speaking the hao belongs 
more to the shop thaji to thefihopman, but 
it is always used by foreigners as if it were 
a personal name, and not infrequently by 
the Chinese also. Tho case is, however, 
very much the same as if a stranger in 
Paris were to talk aoout "Mr. Louvre," 
or "Mr. Bon March&'"<- It might be sup- 
posed that the supply of names enumerat- 
ed would satisfy any reasonable man, and 
that he could die, in this respect, content 
with fate, but not so, A Chinaman leaves 
strict injunctions with regard to the flnaJ 
one, which is bestowed on him only after 
death. 
Under it will his virtues be enu- 


merated on the ancestral tablet, and nndei 
it he will be vroi^hipcd by successive gen 
erations of descendants. 


Woman, who is in China defrauded ol 


most of her rights, naturally is not allow- 
ed her fair share of names. She is callec 
by her ju ming until her marriage, when 
her family name becomes her given name, 
and she adopts in its place the cognomen 
of her husband's clan. Thus, according 
to the Chinese custom, if Miss Rose Browt 
married Mr. Kobmson, she would discard 
the "Rose" and call herself Bobinson 
Brown, the family name always being 
placed first. 


In the south of China both men's and 


women's names are in conversation com- 
monly abbreviated to one character, to 
which an A is prefixed, as A-loh, A-oum, 
etc. In Amoy and Its neisivborhood this 
practice is reversed, the A bemg placed 
after the character, while Jn raaay prov- 
inces of the empire the custom is entirely 
unknown. A stranger is astonished on 
finding that men and women are frequent- 
ly called by tho same names, and stall 
more surprised when he discovers that in 
thu Chinese language no words-exist which 
correspond to cm-Christian names—that 
is to say, thero is none used solely for this 
purpose as wo use Henry, James. Mary, 
etc. They are simply chosen with refer- 
ence to their meaning, which catises what 
difference there is between the names of 
the sexes. These are, as has been re- 
rcacksd, often alike, but again there are 
certain terms which are only applied to 
men, and vice versa. Thus-white A. JJily," 
HA Flower" and "Emulating the Moon" 
are favorite names for girls they are not 
considered suitablo to th» stesaer sex. 


All fowign tradesmen who establish 


themselves in 'J*. country take a "nao" 
and all foreign morchantsa "bong" name, 
the famous firm of Jardine, Matheson & 
.Co. being known as ''Eno;** that of But- 
terfield & Swire a»"*Taku.*" Even trav- 
elers arc generally inspired w^rth a desire 
to have ivory boses, pocket handkerchiefs 
and other articles marked with their name 
in Chinese. This fancy enables the wily 
Celestial to play many'a. sly joke on the 
hated "fan fcwei" (foreign devil). Charac- 
ters which approach the foreign name in 
sound are offered toiira, bat it is a pecul- 
iarity of the language thfttyJilthough many 
of its character" have«lmost exactly the 
same sound, their meanings differ widely, 
and there it no written resemblance be- 
tween them The unconscious' 'gjobe trot- 
ter" knows naught of this. Ho will dine 
out and exhibit with the utmost compla- 
cency a handkerchieJ on which he is de- 
scribed as a "fat pig" or a "little bug," 
whereas had he consulted a Chinese scholar 
he might have cone forth with highly 
complimentary terms inscribed on his per- 
sonal belongings —Xew York Post.

SeTen Hundred fTttkcd Wretches Pocked 


Aw»y So They Could Not Mir. 


Tfce last slaver captured by tho United 


States government was the American brig 
Cora, which foil 11 prize to the United 
States steamer Constellation. This wns in 
1U60. and a youug lad, only 81 yctirs old 
at tho time—Wilburn Hall—was put In 
charge with a prize crew. As soon as 
Lieutenant Hall landed the Cora in New 


I 'i'ork, after a momentous and dangerous 
voyage in which an abortive mutiny play- 
ed a part, he resigned from the service 
ind cast his lot with the confederacy. He j 
lias written for Tho Century a striking 
account of fho chase mid eapturu of tho 
slaver, as exciting as a chapter from Clark 
Russell: 


When I had divided my small crew into 


watches, and had put a man at the helm, 
I had tlmo to look into tho cabin which 
was to be my home. There were two cabins 
adjoining each other, with four staterooms 
in. the- forward one and two In the tiftor. 
Here, in each of these rooms, I found one 
or two liegro maidens, while several hov- 
ered In the corners aud crouched upon tho 
sofa and on the floor. Like tho rout of tho 
slaves, they were as nude as when born. 
They looked terribly frightened mid evi- 
dently considered nio a sort of "lord high 
executioner." Wlien daylight appeared, 
they were taken to the quarters of tho oth- 
er negrcsses. 


The nest morning found us rolling in a 


dead calm, and as the day grew ou the in- 
tense heat and glare made tho slaveship a 
den of indescribable horror. Tho slaves, 
of course, were brought on deck, or they 
would have- suffocated and died—a courso 
which was follow«l every day from early 
light till sunset anlongasl hudttujm •«ith 
ma 
They filled the waisc mid gangways 


in a fearful jam, for thero were over 700 
men, women, boys and young girls. Not 
even a-waist cloth can be permitted among 
slaves on board ship, since clothing oven 
BO light would breed disease 
To ward off 


death, ever at work on a slaveslup, I or- 
dered that at daybreak the negroes should 
be taken in squads of 20 or more and giv- 
en a salt water bath by the hose pipe of 
the pumps. This brought renewed life 
after their fearful nights ou the slave deck. 
After their first bath undqr ifly charge, 
Mr. Fairfax came aboard bringing carpen- 
ters, boatswain's mates and sailrnukers, 
for the ship's rigging, aails and spars had 
been badly injured aloft by our fire. That 
broiling day, and the nest, these gangs 
were at work repairing damages, while the 
Constellation remained rolling near at 
hand. 


In the meantime I had been busily en- 


gaged in having an open lattice bulkhead 
put up on the slave deck, close enough to 
prevent passing and yet sufficiently open 
to give what ventilation could bo obtained. 
The object was to make a complete sepa- 
ration of the sexes, which were about equal 
in numbers. Windsails were provided for 
ventilation, but wish all this no one who 
has never seen a slave deck can form an 
idea of Ita horrors. Imagine a deck about 
SO feet wide and perhaps 130 feet long and 
6 feet high. Imagine this to bo tho place 
of abode and Bleep during long, hot, 
breathless nights of 720 human beings. 
At sundown, when they were carried be- 
low, 
trained slaves received the poor 


wretches one by one, and laying each crea- 
ture on his side in the wings packed tho 
next against him, and tho next, and tha 
next, and BO on till, like BO many spoons 
packed away, they fitted into each other, 
a living mass. Just as they were packed, 
so must they remain, for the pressure pre- 
vented any movement or the turning of 
hand or foot until the next morning, when 
from their terrible night of horror they 
were brought on deck onco raore, \v«ak 
and worn and »iofc. Then, after all had 
come up and received the bath mentioned, 
there was the invariable horror of bringing 
up the bodies of those who had died dur- 
ing the night.' One by one they were cast 
overboard, a splash the only ceremony. 
Por thirty odd fearful nights and days this 
routine was endured before I finally landed 
these creatures. At the time I write of I 
was a slave owner, but I had only known 
happy, well fed and carefully attended 
people, who were oe a part of a large fam 
ily. Since that service on the Cora I have 
known how much it cost to Christianize 
the negroes, and I often see in reverie thu 
rapid forms as the fell day by day into the 
trupio waters.

bo sot on bricks or In other and larger pans 
filled with water or with sonJ. 


After pouring a little alcohol on tho sul- 


phur and propuvly placing the pans ubout 
tho room tho furthest from tlie door of exit 
fhould bo lighted first; tho others in order.

A 
fow days before the puppy IB taken from 
his mother ho should be given daily a lit- 
tlo hominy made thin or ROICO of tho pat- 
ent pepsiuated puppy food, given accord- 
ing to tho directions which accompany the 
biscuits. This food prepares tho puppy's 
delicate little digestive orgaus for the most 
trying ordeal of -liis • life, - the severance 
from natural to artificial diet. A puppy 
should lap the hbmlny or puppy food, 
whichever is selected, of his own freo will 
aud never bo fed with a Epoch. 


When, tho puppy con feed himself, he 


should then have placed before him a bowl 
of milk, which should bo boiled and al- 
]nw«i to cool to the tctapcruture of blopd. 
Great and sudden changes in the diet 
ikould be avoided, 
Milk is the most v.al- 


uuble food for newly wooned puppies that 
can bo glveu, and it is advisable to givo 
them, if possible, the eatub cow's milk, 
which is not obtainable always.

The earliest mention of tho UBO of car- 


ronades In actual wiirfflro which I have 
met with is contained in tho Edinburgh 
Advertiser for April 13, 1779, page 248, 
where accounts are given of an action 
fought March 17, 1770, In St. Grorgo's 
channel, near tho Tuskar rock, botwuon 
tho British privateer Sharp and the Amer- 
ican privateer Skyrocket. The former wag 
aimed with carronndrs, "short guns of a 
new construction, made ut CILITOU."

Zuiller and oChcrs, nnd the Surrelllunte, a 
French frigata of 32 guns and a largu 
crew. The Spitfire was taken after an 
obstliiato fight, tho Surveillunba sustain- 
ing considcrublo damage.

Tho seventh day of every week is 
crutcd to a shameful idleness, In memory 
cf tho rest to which their God gave him- 
self up after he was harassed by fatigue." 


Juvenal does not lovo tho Sabbath, 


which, according lo him, Is .also a sad 
feosfc, for he relutos that tho kings of Pal 
cstine celebrate that day barefooted. 
Ju- 


venal meant perhaps to designate here, by 
"fcsta Sabbata," tho day of Atonement 
and the fLSt of the ninth of Ab— anniver- 
sary of the destruction of tho tomple at 
Jerusalem. During these two days tho 
Jows remained, iu fact, barefooted. 


Juvenal has no great affection for tho 


Jews. Ho has an avorsion for those who 
observe the Sabbath, that live isolated, 
mid who do not minglo with the Romans. 
Ho dislikca thorn becausu they have a pe- 
culiar religion and special laws, and he 
reproaches them for despising tho Roman 
laws.—ileuorali.

ormerly of this city: 


Last summer. Benjamin Holt oi Lowell, 


and Charles T. Thresh of Lawrence came 
o this city for the purpose of establishing 
national .headquarters for the Supreme 
odge of the United Reserve Fund associ- 
ates, which was incorporated here April 
20, 1893, its motto being "Industry, Pru- 
dence, Plenty." 


Mr. Holt became president of the insti- 


;ution, Mr. Thresh, organizer, and Charles 
S. Dodge, secretary. 
They maintained no 


office address, but transacted their business 
ihrough box 455 of the city postofflce. 


These Men Were Hustlers. 


They made a feature of soliciting clerks 


.n the departments to join their order. 
They closely imitated both the bee and the 
ant. 


Success came slowly, but with apparent 


certainty. Last October Columbia lodge, 
To. 2, was established, being the first orga- 
nized in this city. At present the lodge 
comprises 44 members, among them being 
several officials and many clerks prominent 
"n the departments. 


The order insures persons of both sexes 


aetween 18 and 60 years old in sums of 
from 4500 to $1000," payable at death or 
maturity in periods of from 4 to 10 years,

aere has been healthily born and is in a 
nourishing condition.

Messrs. Holt, Thresh and Dodge bad rooms 
at 416 6th street Northwest. 


In September Holt made the acquain- 


tance of 


Mrs. IK. D. T. Ozler. 


She has resided here for several years, anc 
at one time she kept a boarding house. 
Later she became a teacher of phvsica 
culture, and for the past four or five years 
has been the chief exponent of ibe system, 
combining therewith a course of lessons it 
elocution. 
Mrs. Ozier's motto was the 


platitude oi Plato, "He is a cripple who 
cultivates his mind and not his body." 


She organized classes in connection with 


various institutions of learning, gave in 
structions to specially formed classes, or 
taught privately, as her clients desired. She 
conducted herself with prudence, attendee 
strictly to her own business, and receivst 
the commendations of her patrons, who 
represented all phases and gradations o 
the upper social crust. She had classes a 
the Cochran, the Elsmere, the Spencerian 
business college and other places through- 
out the city. 


Among her credentials, whicb were num 


eroas and of a superior quality, she had 
the following autograph letter from Sena 
tor Sherman: 


"I heartily commend Mrs. Ozier to the 


favor of all. She is competent in her pro- 
fession. 
John Sherman." 


Mrs. Ozier's parents reside in Toledo, 0 


She and her husband separated 10 or 12 
years ago, but it is only recently that any 
steps have been taken looking to the insti 
tution of divorce proceedings. In appear 
ance she approaches the classic, being near 
iy 5 feet 9 inches tall, of almost faultless 
physique and a perfect blonde. 


Early in October last 


Mr. Holt and Mrs. Ozler 


took adjoining rooms in the outskirts. 


Thus life and time passed. Mr. Hoi 


was fervently religions, a Methodist, pure 
and simple. He announced in his cheery 
way that he proposed to convert Mrs. 
Ozier. He often referred with great pride 
to his wife and three grown children in 
Lowell, and kept a "variety of domestic 
photographs conspicuously displayed about 
his room. At all times he appeared to be 
theFaithful Husband, Devotud father 
and sincere Christian. After a short stay 
at their first boarding place they made 
various moves, but always had apartments 
in the same house. 


Two months ago Mrs. Holt came here, 


and remained only a few days. 
About 


three weeks ago Mrs. Holt returned to 
Washington. Holt told his business as- 
sociates that he was going north, on a 
business trip.

crossings one of which is near the ceme- 
tery.

and Mr. Bowers styled the Lawrence street 
crossings as the Xorth and South Lawrence 
crossing. 


Mr. Hogan called a halt to the discus- 


sion by stating that he would distinguish 
he crossings in some manner. 


Au outline was shown of Lawrence 


itreet as it ia at the present time. 


Mr. Bowers explained that the city's 


>roposition is to close up George street at 
be end of the Boston <k Maine station. 
I'bis will not afford any inconvenience, as 
here are many outlets in this vicinity. At 
Church street, it is proposed to depress the 
racks, two feet, and raise the street. The 
street raised so as to run over the tracks, 
in order to do this it will be necessary to 
do away with the old stonp bildge. The 
:rade from the bridge coming down from 
Concord street will be about 8.4, in 100; it 
•will be level on the bridge, and then on 
the way to Central street, it will be about 3 
'eetin'100. 


According to the city's plan, Warren 


court, which is 175 feet long, would under- 
;o a chanae of grade of 7.03 to the 100. 
The grade of Warren street will be changed 
for a distance of about 370 feet. 


It will also change the grade of Lawrence 


street for a distance of 180 feet, by 11-2 
ser cent.

has lost trains owing to the delay occa- 
sioned by the shifting at the Church 
street crossing. He believed that on some 
occasions he experienced a delay of seven 
or eight minutes. Often he was compelled 
to turn into Warren street in order to 
avoid the crossing. 
But there is danger 


here also, owing to the sharp turn, aud the 
fact that the railroad tracks run along 
Warren street, makes it dangerous to drive 
spirited horses.

IWeeting of Labor R/len in Mew York a 


Grand Success. 


Old Timers Said It Was the.Most Important Gath- 


ering of Labor's Champions Ever Had in This 
Country—Conference Reviewed by the Man| 
•Who Called It. 
oeis, aaa ncnco .c recomwcna timt in me 
Unify laborl Solidify the scattered j direction and control, of trade affairs there 


Workers! These are the cries \vhioh aw i should be hereafter no dual authority or con- 
jonslng up from the mills, the urines, \ fllot' 
Ihe factorfeyand the railways. This is 
Jhe sentiment •which overshadows every 
»ther in the local unions, assemblies 
lad lodges of the wageworkers of -tfeo 
KraBtry, as it ivas the concentrated es> 
lenceof the magnificent conference held 
In Philadelphia on April 27-28. 
I say 


"magnificent" conference, for no word 
«hort of that in meaning f£i express ths 
earnestness and determination and the 
fervor ^djjch seized upon and hold the. 
Blinds a5a hearts of the champions of 
labor who were present at the meeting, 
ihere •were men in that conference wbo 
hare been identified •with the efforts of 
the workers to improve conditions for 
more than a quarter of a century. They 
have been active participants in scores 
of conventions, congresses and confer- 
ences called and conducted in labor's ! 
interest, but these veterans agreed with j 
their younger and newer associates that ] 
this conference of April, 1894, was 
more significant in what it was and 
what it forecasts than any that had ever 
before been held. 


'• -"mfssSf interest my readers to know 
the especial reasons for this opinion BO 
unanimously concurred in by those who 
attended the conference, and it is my 
Intention to give them as they appear- 
ed to me during the two days, and after 
in the quiet moments I have given to a 
thoughtful consideration of the subject 
It is no secret that the labor movement 
In this country during the past 10 years, 
though it has enjoyed phenomena) 
growth in its several parts, has beeit 
forming into separate wings which have 
drifted apart, getting farther and"far- 
ther away from each other sad in scon« 
instances becoming opponents of more. 
or less bitterness. Interests, instead of 
remaining identical, as they must bo 
when correctly understood and properly 
directed, lave become antagonistic, and 
. Bome: of the most intense conflicts in 
which labor's forces have engaged were 
between the opposing branches of ths 
same army. These fraticidal and ruin- 
ous straggles have not .only been costly 
from a financial standpoint and frc- 
, qtieiitly disastrous in their effects npoa 
wsges and conditions of employment, 
but they have imbittered ths inembei'S 
oi' one organization against those of an- 
other. Not only have the leaders becoma 
involved in bitter warfare upon each 
other. The rank and file hate in a ma- 
jiirity of cases been fiercer than their 
officers in denunciation of a rival organ^ 
izution. The leaders cannot lead where 
the masses will not follow. 


A^ change-law come within a year. 


The reasons for this change need not be 
discussed here. It is sufficient to know 
, that they are creditable to tho good 
sense, of jhe men in the labor move- 
nieni . The great.'mass which composes 
the body of organized labor has signi- 
fied a wish for » sew policy, and the 
leaders, who have long been tired of the 
internecine strife in which they got the 
major part of the bruises and few of the 
rewards, are ready to labor for the inau- 
guration and extension of methods of 
organization which will secure the sol- 
idarity of forces. Then the most signifi- 
cant, fact connected with' the recent con- 
ference was that there were in attend- 
ance: representative men of organiza- 
tions which have been at war with each 
other-^men who have never fraternized 
and never before came together, and who 
assembled With the avowed purpose of 
"ttnitealy delving in search of a common 
and lasting foundation. With few ex- 
ceptions the men of prominence in or- 
.ganizations who were nnable from one 
'reason or another to be present sent 
convincing assurances that they are with 


•. the unification movement to the extreme 
limit of their power and ability. 


The second important feature of the 


oonference was that during two days of 
earnest and animated discussion not one 
out of the more than fifty present for a 
moment lort sight of the object for 
jrbicb. they were assembled. 
Though 


the debate on questions of method fre- 
quently waxed warm, it never once got 
beyond the influence of the principle at 
itake, and the spirit of fraternity dwelt 
with tbat body of earnest men and 
brought to faces which for years have 
worn a look of perplexity a smile of 
hope and faith. When the session closed 
and the conference adjourned sine die, 
there was no croaking and not the 
slightest indication of discontent over 
the results. Every one present declared 
himself satisfied with what had been 
done, and with clasped bauds all pledged 
themselves to labor to the best of their 
ability to accomplish fully the purposes 
declared by the conference. 
These are 


the reasons for saying that this confer- 
ence was the most significant of -good 
things for the labor movement of any 
that has ever been held in this country. 


What was accomplished by the con- 


larence besides the welding in sentiment 
•f thoee who were present? Yoa want 
tf> know what was adopted in the way 
If platform and programme? While 1 
-mart to the conference hoping that steps

The ooivvuttee on resolutions made 


the followi ig report, which the confer- 
ence adopted without a .dissenting vote: 


Whereas, Your committee has congldeted 


the various propositions -offereci. and lye foe- 
liove that the mere fact thut this conference 
haa been held ia a living evidence that the or- 
ganized labor.,sentiment of the country is n 
unit on the fundamental truths that tittdcrly 
the labor problem, and. 


Whereas, This hotly recommends that the 


'official conference which -wo are assured will 
Boon bo held between the Knights of Labor, 
the American Federation of Labor and the 
other national organizations should t»ke such 
steps as will lead to an agreement for, united 
action of labor's forces in the industrial and 
lecislative field; therefore ho it 


Resolved, Thut it is ths sense of this body 
thut the conference between tho 'representa- 
tives of the organizations herein referred to 
Bhonld be held on or before the 2d flay of July, 
1894, and that in the event the labor conven- 
tion called for by the general executive hoard | 
of the Knightii of Lntor is not hulU by tho 
foreproing date the chairman of this confer- 
encd ia hereby authorized to issue a call for a 
conference Sept. 15, It*). 
• Resolved, That this conferenca hereby rec- 
ommends to tho labor forces of America, to 
unitedly resist any further reduction of wagon 
and to energetically renew our efforts for the 
reduction of the hours of labor. 


Resolved, That wo urge all working people 


to.jUnite their efforts in such action as shall se- 
cure that leclslation for which all phases of 
the' labor 'movement have contended, to the 
end that the industrial classes may have fnll 
recognition of' their rights in tho laws of tho 
land. 


Ths reader not familiar with all the 


facts might see in the first resolution 
an uncalled for threat, made for the 
purpose of compelling the meeting be- 
tween tho officers of the various labnr 
organizations. It waa not intended P" a 
threat, but simply a notice to those h-v- 
ing the conference ordered by the gen- 
eral assembly of the K. of L. in control 
that the organized working people of i 
this country would not wait beyond Ju- 
ly 2, 1894, for a meeting which was or- 
dered in November, 1893. The confer- 
ence which met in Philadelphia last 
month would not have been .called if it 
had not been that the organizations were 
impatient at the delay of those having 
the other conference in charge. Having 
been brought together because of that 
delay, we nevertheless decided •unani- 
mously that there was no desire to fore- 
stall or interfere with authorized offi- 
cers or committees of organized bodies. 
We, however, recognized the need of as 
early action as possible, and we served 
notice in the resolution that if tho con- 
ference is not held by a certain time 
the demands of the movement will be 
met in another -way. 


Since the adjournment of the Phila- 


delphia conference it has been announced 
that the executive board of the Knights 
of Labor nas named Juno 11 as the day 
for the meeting ordered by the general 
assembly. I do not know whether the 
action of • the Philadelphia conference 
had •anything to do with hurryingiip the 
executive board or not, and it doesn't 
matter one way or tha other. 
What 


is of importance is that the represeuta-r 
tives of organized labor be brought to- 
gether to devise sonic method by which 
the movement may bo strengthened and 
solidified. This can bo done by the con- 
ference which the executive board has 
called if-all tho organizations entitled 
to representation can be induced to take 
part tod those who assemble are ac- 
tuated by a desire to serve the cause of 
labor regai-(llcks of self and past personal 
differences. 
If that conference fails to 


work in harmony and to adopt » practi- 
cal unity plan, • then there will be a con- 
gress of labor, called by those who par- 
ticipated in the Philadelphia conference, 
to do the work. 


Those who meS in Philadelphia were 


there simply to confer, but not to legis- 
late. They had- not the authority, to 
adopt any Had of unity programme that 
would be binding upon the various or 
ganizations. Hence the results of the 
conference are presented to the organiza- 
tions as recommendations. But. the con- 
ference was thoroughly representative j 
of the movement, and there can be no 
doubt concerning tho reception which 
would be given a call issued by it for a 
regularly constituted congress. As I 
have said, every one concerned hopes 
that the conference called by the K of 
L. will perform all that is necessary, 
but if it does not the other raove will 
be made. 
While the resolutions do not i 


record the fact, I am not disclosing any- 
thing that those in the conference desire 
to hide or'are ashamed of when I state 
that this phase of the question was dis- 
cussed, and it was agreed that we were 
too much in earnest, to allow the labor 
movement to be divided beyond the time 
actually required to bring it together 
by earnest and practical work. To para- 
piurasfr a historical remark, we must 
pull together or be pulled to pieces.

A competent tuner 
will attend to the regulating of the ac- 
tion and voicing, which is quite as im- 
port;tnt as the tuning. 


Keep tho piano during tho winter in 


the coolest part of the room, and the 
temperature as even IH possible Never 
sot it clofic to a register, as too much heat 
is liable to shrink and craok the sound- 
lag board. Diirupneey i s one of the great- 
est enemies to the pisiao; therefore the 
instrument should \^ closed in damp 
weather when not in use. In dry, pleas- 
ant weather leavo the piano open, so the I 
dry air can get to the action and key j 
board. This will keep out. the dampness 
from tho action, keeps the keys from 
sticlang, the ivories from turning yel- 
low and the strings from rusting. All 
of these troubles are liable to occur if 
the piano is kept closed too much. 


Never let the sun shine on the piano, 


as it will surely blister and turn the 
color of the varnish, which can never be 
remedied unless the piano is scraped and 
rovarnished, and this necessitates a 
heavy expense. Watch the piano care- 
fully that the moths do not get into it, 
as they will do the pi:ino serious injury. 


Every first class piano undergoes a 


process of varnishing that requires from 
six to ten weeks" timo and receives half 
a dozen coats of fino varnish, which are 
in turn rubbed and polished until the 
sarfaco is smooth iw glass. Every one 
bus observed after purchasing a new pi- 
ano, especially in damp weather, that 
it soon takes on a dnll, smoky appear- 
ance. This is the effect of the-dampness 
upon tho surface of the varnish. 


To remove this uro a fine sponge and 


tepid water. A chassis skin as dry as it 
con be wrung out of water should be 
nsed to dry the surfnco after using the 
sponge. This will usually be sufficient. 
Should you wish a higher .polish oil the 
case with piano oil and renwjve fee oil 
thoroughly, from the varnish with a 
piece of cotton flannel moistened with a 
little alcohol. Never allow the alcohol 
cloth to ba left any length of time on 
the varnish, as the alcohol would burn it.

with a crowing' inspiration. That of cer- 
ebral disease; particularly hydrooeph- 
alus, is short, sharp,' shrill and .soli- 
tary. Marasmus and tubercular perito- 
nitis are manifested by .moaning, and 
wailing. Obstinate, passionate and long 
continued orying'tellB of earache, thirst 
and hunger or 'the' pricking of a pin. 
The pleuritic cry ig louder and shriller 
than the pneumoniao, _and is evoked by 
moving the child, or' from coughing. 
The fretful cry of intestinal ailments-is 
often accompanied by -wriggling and 
•writhing, an indication that a nurse 
soon learns to interpret. Exhaustion is 
manifested with a whine. Crying be- 
fore or' just after coughing indicates 
pain caused by the aot. 'The returning 
iuspiratory part oi the cry grows weak- 
er toward the fatal end of all diseases, 
while the absence of oryitsg during dis- 
ease is often of graver import than its 
presence, aa it shows exhaustion and 
loss of power.

Scrap Steel Boiled Into Shape. 


A process has been discovered by which 


scrap steel can be heated and rolled into 
shape, according to an exchange. The 
secret of tha invention is a mineral com- 
position, which, blended with certain 
chemicals and mixed with the eorap, en- 
ables the mass to bo heated," rolled and 
welded without melting. Crosspieoes of 
scrap are placed in layers over a bottom 
piece, and the composition is applied. 
Finally a top pieoe is laid on, and the 
whole is strapped together with iron, mak- 
ing a bundle SK Inches thick, whiclils 
heated and rolled into any shapo required. 


A BemartjaWe Fact In Botany. 


It Is a remarkable fact in botany that no 


gpecies of flower ever embraces, in the col- 
ors of its petals, the whole lango of the 
spectrum. Where there sue yellows and 
teds there aro no blues, when blue and red 
occur there are no yellows, and when we 
have blues and yellows ihere s.ie no reds. 
Tulips come nearer to ooverteg the whole 
range of the spectrum than any other spe- 
cies. They can be found ranging through 
reds, yellows and purples, but a blue one 
has never been found, says a scientific jour- 
nal. 


The lavender of Commerce. 


In parts of England lavender is grown 


In largo quantities. The leaves and blos- 
eonas of tho peppermint are put into the 
still, but lavender is only extracted from 
the flowers of that plant. Most of the lav- 
ender of commerce is grown and distilled 
In the south of ITranee, but it is claimed 
that ho lavender has been produced to 
equal the English perfume, and it fetches 
six or seven times tho price of the best 
French lavender.

found in tropical or subtropical seas, ths 
Pacific and Indian oceans having furnished 
most of them.

It is not to be wondered at that cetacean 


literature furnishes us little or nothing on 
the anatomy of this anim&l when we con- 
sider bow few specimens have ever bean 
found. A specimen wns secured In Feb- 
ruary, J.894, by the Wistar institute, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. It is a male 
weighing 5i8 pounds, measuring ? feet 
10M inches in length and 6 feet in girth 
Just posterior to the flippers. The skin is 
deep brown In color on the back and al- 
most white on the ventral surface. This 
specimen was found on tufi beach at Sea 
Isle City, N. J. The adult pygmy Whale 
j>robably does not exceed 10 feet in leiy?th. 
igo far as is known, it is most closely re- 
lated to the true sperm whale. 


HUMBLE PIE AND WHAT IT WAS 


OEIGINALLY. \ 


The So Called Criminal Type—How tS»0 


Character may be Bead In the T»ce—The 
Queen's 2«»rue. 


The phrase "to eat humble pie" orig- 


inally meant to sit at the lower table be- 
low the salt. How ifc came to mean to ex- 
perience humiliation aad became a threat 
to children to prevent them from behav- 
ing naughtUy is explained by an exchange 
as follows: 


The word "umbles," from the Latin 


umbilicus, had long been used in England 
to designate the viscera of deer, swino, 
sheep and oxen. They were cooked in half 
a dozen different ways—soups, hashes, 
stews and pasties. Tripe, liver and bacon 
were among the humble messes in which 
ths old English delighted; The name, aft- 
er being spoiled in several different ways, 
finally took the form of "humbles."- 


In the days of the Tudors humbles of 


all kinds were regarded as meat fit only 
for the inferior tables of noble houses. It 
then became the fashion to servo them in 
pies and hashes to sitters beneath ihe salt, 
while the occupants of the highest seats 
were regaled with, slices from the prime 
joints. This usage gave rise to the phrase 
"to eat humble pie." 


When an arrogant guest was to be hu- 


miliated, he was placed below the salt and 
a humble pie placed before him. 


Children of he riper ages were threaten- 


ed with "humble pie" as a punishment 
for misbehavior—that is, they were men- 
aced with degradation from places above 
tho salt at tho family table. 


Contumacious boys, too old tp be whip- 


ped, were reduced to submissiveness by 
meals of humble pie eaten at the bottom 
of the table. 


The So Ceiled Criminal Type. 


The all important question among crim- 


fnologista Is whether there is a peculiar 
physical type which at once marks and 
condemns the habitual criminal. 
Science 


says that in a paper read before the Bns- 
sian Anthropological society last October 
Professor £» Petei ol St. Petersburg de- 
clared in favor of theieality of the "type," 
maintaining that it had been denied be- 
cause of lack of uniformity In modes of 
measurement and in the technical nomen- 
clature aa well as from a neglect of proper 
selection of cases. He argued that a so 
called "pure series" of criminal types 
could be obtained and would always show 
clearly defined contrasts to a series of uon- 
criminal-individuals. 


On the other'hand, the legal profession 


almost unanimously deny the existence of 
the "type." T-ake, they say, a dozen crimi- 
nals as they come Into tho dock, wash and 
dresa'them as neatly, and they will cer- 
tainly look as well as the dozen men in the 
jury box impaneled to pronounce upoli 
their misdeeds. To be sure many crimi- 
nals are such through want, misery and 
destitution, and these leave their traces, 
but as many more have not suffered in 
this manner, and a large class of crimes 
demand a well regulated life for their 
commission, so tho average is maintained. 
Of course exception must be made in 
either case of mental alienation, idiocy, 
insanity and the li':e.

in play, Odoriferous violets, though much 
less conspicuous than large and beautiful 
pansies. will have more visitors. The fra- 
grance is here the great allurement, says 
Popular Science NEWS.

Interests, instead of 
remaining identdnaV == fh.sy —.ust fcs 
whan correctly understood and properly 
directed, have become antagonistic, and 
some of the most intense conflicts in 
which labor's forces havo engaged were 
between the opposing branches of the 
same army. These fratioidal and ruin 
ous struggles havo not only lieen costly 
from a financial standpoint and fre- 
quently disastrous in thoir effects upon 
\vi,gos and conditions of employment^ 
but they have imbittored the membei-r) 
nL' one organization ngninst those of or*' 
other. Not only have the leaders becoms 
iuvulvod iu bitter wnrfaro npou each 
III.IKT. The rank and file hove in a inn 
.n.-.ity of cases been fiercer than thoir 
ofiicers in denunciation of a rival organ- 
isation. Tho loaders cannot lead where 
1 lu> masses will uot follow.

The reasons for this change need not bo 
rlifioussed here. It is sufficient to know 
that they are creditable to the good 
sense of $he men in the labor move- 
ment The groat mass which composes 
the body of organised labor has signi 
fled a wish for a new policy, and tho 
leaders, who have long been tired of tho 
iuterneoino strife iu which they got tho 
niujor part of the bruises and few of the 
rewards, ore ready to labor for the inau- 
guration and extension of methods of 
organization which will secure tho sol 
Idarity of forces. Then the most signlfl 
cant fact connected with the recent con- 
ference was that there were in attend- 
ance representative men of oi'g 
tious which have been at wivr with euch 
other—men who have never fraterniierl 
and never before come togother, and who 
assembled with the avowed purpose of 
unitedly delving in search of a common 
and lasting foundation. With few ex- 
ceptions the men of prominence in or- 
ganizations who wore uuablo from one 
reason or another to be present sent 
convincing assurances that they are with 
the uuijicatiou movement to the extreme 
limit of their power and ability.

process of vtirnisbin!; Lhat requires from 
six to ten welts' time nud receives half 
a dnzen coats of flno varnish, which are 
in turn rubbed and polished until the 
pui-faco is smooth as glass. Every one 
uis observed after purchasing a new pi- 
mo, especially in damp weather, that 
it hoou takes on a dull, smoky appear- 
ance. This is the effuct of tho dampness 
upon the surface of the varnish. 


To romovo this nro a fine sponge and 


tepid water. A shnu:. 'is skin as dry as it 
oiin bo wrung out of water should be 
used to dry the Burfnco after using the 
sponge. This will unimlly bo suffloiBnt. 
Should you wish a higher polish oil the 
case with piano oil and remove the oil 
thoroughly, from tho varnish with a 
piece of cotton, flannel moistened with a 
little alcohol* Never allow tho alcohol 
cloth to bo left any length of timo on 
tho varnish, as tho alcohol would burn it.

Tho 
Secret of the invention is a mineral com- 
position, which, blcudod with, certain 
chemicals and mixed with thoBorup, en- 
ables tho mass to bo heated,'rolled and 
welded without molting. Croaapiecea of 
scrap aro placet! In layers over a bottom, 
piece, and tho composition is npplicd. 
Finally a top piocs la laid on, and tha 
wholo is strapped together with iron, mak- 
ing a bundle 8>£ Inches thick, which 19 
boated and rolled into auy slmpo required.

The all Important question among crim- 


loologista is whether there Is a peculiar 
physical type which at ouce marks and 
condemns tho habitual criminal.

Petoraborg de- 
clared in favor of therealifeyof the "typo," 
maintaining that it had been denied bo- 
cause of lack ol uniformity in modes of 
measurement and in the technical nomen- 
clature na well us from a neglact of proper 
selection of cases. He argued that a eo 
called "pure scries" of criminal types 
could bo obtained and would always show 
clearly defined contrasts to a series of non> 
orimlnal individuals, 


On tho othor'haud, tho legal profession 


almost unanimously deny the existence of 
the ''type." Take, thr,y say, adozon crimi- 
nals as they como Into tho dock, wash and 
dross them as neatly, and they will cer- 
tainly look aa well as the dozen men in tho 
jury boi impaneled to pronounce uptfn 
thoir misdeeds. To bo sure many crimi- 
nals are such through want, misery and 
destitution, and these loavo thoir traces, 
but as many more havo not suffered in 
thla manner, nnd a largo cluss of crimes 
demand a well regulated life for thoir 
commission, BO tho average is maintained. 
Of course exception must bo mado in 
cither cnso of iiiuutul alienation, idiocy, 
insanity and the- li!.c.

Non Union Men Blown Up 


With Giant Powder.

FURTHER EMERGENCIES. 


Strikers Threaten to Kill All the 


Deputies. 


CBIPPLE CREEK, Colo., May 26.— Eleven 


men killed, with astrong probability that 
the number of dead will be increased 
when all is kn«wn, is the record of the 
first day of trouble here, although real 
fighting has not yet begun, as the depu- 
ties are awaiting reenforcements before 
beginning active operations. 


At 10 o'clock yesterday morning 11 men 


started to work in the Strong mine on 
Battle mountain. Shortly afterward a 
large party of strikers blew up the shaft- 
house with powder, causing a loss of 
$25,000, and then dropped 100,000 pounds 
of giant powder down the shaft, which 
was also exploded, killing all the inmates. 


Not more than 300 yards from the 


fetrong shafthouse, 16 men who had been 
engaged to go to work in the Independ- 
ence mine, were surrounded in their 
buukhouse, and after 
a long parley 


agreed to surrender. 
Each one was 


armed with a rifle and a brace of re- 
volvers—the arms are now in the posses- 
sion of the strikers. 


It is rumored that the strikers attacked 


the Analee mine, 
overpowering the 


guards, after which they blew up the 
shatthouse, but the rumor has not been 
verified. When the deputies are finally 
massed and the two forces come together a 
most desperate battle will be doubtless 
fought. The situation is one of most 
painful anxiety. Not a few believe the 
town will be a smoldering mass by an- 
other sunset if the strikers be not re- 
strained. 


A Beljrn of Terror. 


At Victor, six miles away, where fully 


1000 
people reside, a reign of terror ex- 


ists. Within a half-mile of the corpora- 
tion limits of che town fully 3000 union 
miners, armed with rifles, have paraded 
up and down the side of the hill. People 
whom the miners believed objectionable 
were ordered to leave the place. 


The guards from Denver, upon arrival 


at, Victor, went into camp on a neighbor- 
ing hill. The strikers threw out a picket 
line entirely surrounding them, but at 
such a distance that guaranteed them 
safety from the deputies' rifles. It is said 
the strikers have planted under their 
breastworks on Bull hill a quantity of 
dynamite, with the intention of blowing 
it up if it should be taken and occupied 
by the deputies. 


One of the largest mine owners in Colo- 


rado Springs is authority for the state- 
ment that the rains owners have planted 
a rifled canon on a hill commanding the 
breastworks, and that it will be uged to

Weekly Review of Trade says: Storms 
»nd floods, prolonged strikes and large 
fxports of gold have done their utmost 
this week to give business a vacation. 
But the wants unsatisfied during the past 
year, belated and much lessened and yet 
greater than those of any other nation, 
have caused a volume of trade quite large 
for the season. The strikes do not appear 
near an end, and while violence and 
bloodshed have occurred at a few points, 
most of the operators are making no ef- 
fort to work their mines. Railroad traffic 
is as yet affected comparatively little, but 
weeks of idleness for so many — either par- 
ticipating iu or affected by the strikes- 
must lessen purchasing power and de- 
mand for goods, »nd BO cloud an outlook 
which had begun to seem brighter. 


Prices of products still tend downward 


without much speculation. Wheat re- 
covered a little at the end ot last week, 
but 
went down again with decidedly 


favorable prospects for the coming yield. 


Corn has been stronger, notwithstand- 


ing the large receipts and insignificant 
exports. 


Pork products all declined with heavy 


receipts, and coffee is also lower. 


Cotton has recovered a shade to 7 1-4 


cents, though receipts for the week were 
nearly as large as last year, and exports 
much smaller. 


Scarcity of Coal Cmuilng Trouble. 


While the iron industry especially, and 


many others to some extent, have been 
restricted by scarcity of coal and coke, the 
number of works resuming has been 
greater than the number stopping from 
other causes, bat it is a symptom not to 
be overlooked that the demand for manu- 
factured products instead of increasing 
appears for the moment rather smaller 
than before, and indifference of buyers is 
shown in cancellation of orders hitherto 
given. 


Works In operation are fairly bnsy in 


closing up orders for a belated spring de- 
mand, but there is even more shrinkage 
in orders for the future than was noticed 
last year as the precursor of coming dull- 
ness. In the woolen manufacture this is 
especially true, except as to dress goods, 
wbich are in fair demand, and sales of 
3,261,215 pounds wool, against 2.394,650 
last year, if not partly speculative, would 
represent much less than a full consump- 
tion. There appears no increased demand 
for cotton goods, and manufacturers have 
agreed that the accumulation of print 
cloths must presently be checked by sus- 
pending production. 


The boot and shoe industry gives more 


evidence of improvement than any other. 
and the shipments from Boston, accord- 
ing to The Shoe and Leather Reporter, 
again exceed those of the same week last 
year. 


Failures diminish in importance, the 


amount of liabilities for the third week 
in May being only 12,204,139, and for 
three weeks gT,§88,872, of which $3,643,- 
(587 were of manufacturing and $5,025,- 
007 of trading concerns. 
The number 


of failures reported this week is 183 in 
the United States, against 259 last year, 
and in Canada 28, against 14 last year, 
and again there are noted scarcely any of 
importance. _

Still Tfcey Talk and Waste Valuable 


Time. 


WASHINGTON, May 86.—The senate dta- 


posed of five pages of the tariff bill yes- 
terday, completing the consideration of 
the metal schedule, except the paragraphs 
relating to lead and zinc and their man- 
ufactures. 


These paragraphs promised to precipi- 


tate a struggle of some pretensions, and, as 
they were reached late in the afternoon, 
it was deemed best to allow them to RO 
over. Mr. Hill, it is understood, will 
make the fight against the duty on ar- 
gentiferous lead ores and pig lead. 


The interesting feature of the day was 


the debate on the Hawaiian resolution. 
Mr. Kyle asked for a vote on the resolu- 
tion, but Mr. Gray insisted that if a vote 
was to be had on a resolution relating to 
Hawaii it should be on the one which Mr. 
Turpie had reported from the committee 
ou foreign relations 
That resolution hnd 


been carefully considered and had been 
debated at length in the senate. 
He 


moved to substitute that resolution for 
the one offered by Mr Kyle. 


Mr. Manderson did not understand how 


there could be any objection to the Kyle 
resolution iu the senate, while on the 
Tnrpie resolution, the main feature of 
which was an expression on the subject 
of annexation, there wos material differ- 
ence of opinion. He believed that as soon 
as the republic was organized in Hawaii, 
overtures looking to annexation would 
follow. The Kyle resolution simply de- 
clared a policy of non-interfereace. The 
Turpie resolution raised an entirely dif- 
ferent question, and in view of tht march 
of events might prove embarrassing. 


At this point, the hour of 10:30 arrived, 


and Mr Harris insisted upon the regular 
order. The tariff bill accordingly was 
laid before the senate Mr. Frye pro- 
tested against cutting off action on the 
Hawaiian resolution. It was of supreme 
importance to the Hawaiian Islands that 
the senate should take sdme action. Yet, 
for three months, the senate had dallied 
in u manner that was utterly inexcusa- 
ble, and the people of Hawaii were .on a 
pivot. The action of the senate might 
seud them forward or backward. 


Bqttr and Harris Clash. 


Then followed a sharp clash between 


Mr. Hoar and Mr. Harris 
Mr. Hoar was 


disposed to continue the debate. He said 
that it was the universal sentiment, not 
only of the senate, but of the country, 
that there should be no interference by 
the United States with the domestic 
affairs of Hawaii. 


Mr. Morgan fully endorsed what Mr. 


Hoar had said, aud the lutter was pro- 
ceeding to say tnat he hoped Mr. Morgan's 
endorsement of his statement would echo 
around the world, when Mr. Harris broke 
In and declared that the tariff bill was be- 
tore the senate and further debute on 
this subject was out of order. 


Mr. Hoar protested in vigorous terms 


.'gainst what he termed these repeated 
"angry and discourteous lectures from 
the senator from Tennessee." 


"The tariff bill f« before the senate," re- 


torted Mr. Harris, "und the senator from 
Massachusetts is violating the rules by 
continuing the debate on n resolution 
that hus just gone over. As far as the 
ourtesy of the senntor from Tennessee is 
(.oncerncd," he nd'led, in withering tones, 
'he owes less courtesy to the sennterfrom 
Massachusetts than any other senator on 
i he 
floor." 


"If the senator from Tennessee owes 


anybody courtesy," retorted Mr. Hoar, in 
kind, "he Is a hopeless bankrupt; he could 
not pay 1000th ot a mill on the dollar." 


"He could pay as much as the senator 


from Massachusetts." 


Mr. Teller then talked at length upon 


the tnnfl. He devoted most of hia speech 
to the monetary question and the advo- 
cacy of the double standard at a ratio of 
16 to 1. 


Mr. Blanchard then took the floor and 


made his maiden speech in the senate in 
advocacy of the tariff bill, and particularly 
in defense of the sugar schedule. 


Friend* Again. 


At this point a pleasant incident oc- 


curred which restored the entente cor- 
diale between Mr. Hoar and Mr. Harris. 
For several days their thrusts at each 
other had been almost vicioua Thursday 
night Mr. Hoar referred to Mr Harris as 
the drnm major of the Democratic side.

"In view of the excessive courtesy of the

Harris, with imposing deference, "1 yield 
80 seconds to him." 


Mr. Hoar, who appreciated the cause of 


Mr. Harris' temper, said, pleasantly, that 
since the senator was so kind, he would 
ask for an additional 80 seconds. 


Mr. Harris bowed an impressive assent 


Then Mr. Hoar stretched his hand across 
the breach. The observation he had made 
Thursday night, he said (referring to the 
appellation of "drum major" applied to 
Mr. Harris), had been meant as a jest. 
He tliouftht it was so understood. 


He had not intended to be seriously dis- 


respectful to the senator from Tennessee. 
He held that senator, he said, in the high- 
est respect, not only for his kindness of 
beart, but his absolute integrity and 
;_'.'eRt intellectual capacity In bis opin- 
on the senator from Tennessee wa? the 
srreatest master of parliamentary law in 
the senate, and he desired to bear his tes- 
timony to his high and noble qualities of 
mind and heart. 


The words of 
Mr. Hoar evidently 


touched the veteran senator from Tennes- 
lee. The kindest relations had always 
existed between Mr Hoar and himself, he 
replied. He confessed that he had been 
gtung to the quick. He accepted the ex- 


planation with pleasure and gratification, 
•nd felt greatly obliged- for the juitice- 
the more than justice— Mr. Hoar had 
done him.

But the wants unsatisfied during the past 
year, belated and much lessened and yet 
greater tbau those of noy other natloD, 
have caused a volume of trade quite large 
for the aeaeOD. The strikes do not appear 
near an end, and while violence and 
bloodshed huve occurred at a few points, 
most of the operators are making no ef- 
fort to work their mines. Railroad traffic 
IB OB yet affected comparatively little, but 
weeks of idleness for BO many—either par- 
ticipating in or affected by the strikes— 
must lessen purchasing power and de- 
mand for goods, Bnd so cloud an outlook 
which had begun to seem brighter. 


Prices of products still tend downward 


without much speculation. Wheat re- 
covered a little at the end of last week, 
but 
went down again with decidedly 


favorable prospects for tho coming yield. 


Corn hea been stronger, notwithstand- 


ing the large receipts and Insignificant 
exports. 


Pork products all declined with heavy 


receipts, and coffee in also lower, 


Cotton has recovered a shade to 7 1-4 


cents, Ehough receipts for the week were 
nearly as large as lost year, and exports 
much smaller. 


Scarcity of Coal Gaming Trouble. 


While the iron industry especially, and 


many others to some extent, have been 
restricted by scarcity of coal and coke, the 
number of works resuming has been 
greater than the number stopping from 
ocher causes, bat It is a symptom not to 
be overlooked that the demand for manu- 
factured products Instead of increasiuE 
appears for the moment rather smaller 
than before, and indifference of buyers is 
shown In cancellation of orders hitherto 
given. 


Works In operation are fairly busy in 


closing up orders for, a belated spring de° 
iimnd, but there is even more shrinkage 
In orders for the future than was noticed 
last year 110 the precursor of comlug dull- 
ness. In the woolen manufacture tbia is 
especially true, except as to dress goods, 
which are In fair demand, and sales of 
3,301,215 pounds wool, against a.394,650 
last year, if not partly speculative, would 
represent much less than a full! consump- 
tion. There appears no increased d em aud 
for cotton goods, aud manufacturers have 
agreed that the accumulation of print 
clotbi must presently be checked by sus- 
pending production.

posed of flpo pages of the tariff bill yes- 
terday, completing the conr. I deration of 
the metal schedule, except the paragraphs 
relating to lead and zinc and thulr man- 
ufactures. 


These paragraphs promised to precipi- 


tate a straggle of some pretensions, (tad, as 
they were reached late In tho afternoon, 
it was deemed beat to allow them to co 
over. Mr. Hill, it Is understood, will 
make the fight against tho duty on ar- 
gentiferous lead ores and pig lead. 


The interesting feature of the day was 


the debate on tho Hawaiian resolution. 
Mr. Kyle asked for a vote on the resolu- 
tion, but Mr. Gray insisted that if a vote 
was to he had on a resolution relating to 
Hnwali it sbs=M bt cr. tb; c-c -hich Mr. 
Turpie had reported from the committee 
on foreign relations. Thnt resolution hail 
been c»r«fiilly coBsidtrefl unfl bad been 
debated at length in the senate. 
He 


moved to substitute that resolution for 
the one offered by Mi'. ICyle. 


Mr. Manderson did not understand how 


there could be nay objection to the Kyle 
resolution In the scnutv, while on the 
Turpie resolution, the main feature of 
which was an expression on the subject 
of annexation, there WOH material differ- 
ence of opinion. He believed that as BOOH 
as the republic was organized In Hawaii, 
overtures looking to annexation would 
follow. The Kyle resolution simply de- 
clared a policy of non-mterfereace. 
The 


Turpie resolution raised an entirely dif- 
ferent question, and in view of the march 
of events might prove embarrassing. 


At this point, the hour oE 1U;30 arrived, 


and Mr. Harris inelsted upon the regular 
order. The tariff bill accordingly WHB 
Jaid before the senate. j\Ir. Prye pro- 
tested against cutting off action on the 
Hawaiian resolution. It was of supremo 
importance to the Hnw«iian Islands that 
the senate should take sdrue nation. Yet, 
for three months, the senate hud dallied 
In a manner that was utterly inexcusa- 
ble, and the people of Huwall were .011 a 
pivot.

Hqar'ana Burrln Clash. 


Then followed ft sharp clash between 


Mr. Hoar and Mr. Harris. Mr. Hoar was 
disposed to continue the debnte.

anybody courtcoy," retorted Mr. Hoar, in 
kind, "ho Is a hopeless bankrupt; he could 
not pay 1000th of n mill on the dollar."

Mr. Toller then talked at length upon 


the tariff. He devoted most of his speech 
to the monetary question and the advo- 
cacy of the double standard at a ratio of 
16 to 1. 


Mr. Blanchard then took the floor and 


made his maiden speech in the seuato in 
advocacy of the tariff bill, and particularly 
in defense of the sugar schedule. 


FrleoilB Acnln. 


At this point a pleasant incident oc-

Groat talent 
ooner or later makes Itself felt, good for- 
uno gives some "a log up," but tho less 
gifted and leas lucky may have a sovere 
truggle before they con, make even a bare 
iviug. 
Hence unscrupulous ones are 


Jlven often to practice many dodges, somo 
if thorn uurinleas enough, others not soal- 
xjgether, in order to attract pntif nta or to 
;et as much from them as posniblo. 


Medical etiquette is strict, and any 


>reauh of it would very soon bring down 
iio ten-ore of the medical profession on tho 
:ead of the offender. 
And advertising is 


one of the unprofessional practices whioh 
s absolutely interdicted. Tho name on 
he doorplato ia all a doctor la allowed by 
way of directing tha attention of tho pub- 
lo to tho face that ho is hi their inidst, 
ready to apply his knovrledgo for their 
;ood But there is advertising and adver- 
iisiug, and there are vnrioua ways in wliieh 
the ambitious young physician or surgeon 
can evado the strict letter of the law. 


Some of theSo ore old tricks, yet none 


the less are they effectual in a certain de- 
jreo and used in town and country when 
;he chance offers. 
JCew York is of courso 


the natural rcf ugo of tho shady physician, 
uud many of his dodges may be most caiily 
worked hero, but the pressure is terrible, 
and muny a medical man has a very hwd 
struggle. This may be realized when it is 
itated that there is in thn metropolis one 
doctor for every 750 people. Deduct tho 
lonpaying patients and allow for large 
iracticea, and tho problem of existence for 
;ho average medical man seems insoluble. 


In advertising it Is n, good maxim—from 


the advertiser's point of view—to assume 
a virtue, If you havo it not. Tho doctor 
who has no patients stands a poor clmuce 
of getting any. Consequently with a llttlo 
capital it is possible to purchase patients 
to make a show. A string of empty car- 
riages ot the door or a well filled waiting 
room, judiciously manipulated, according 
to locality, arc good though rather expen- 
sive advertisements. It might even be 
possible, but not very cnsy, one* would 
think, for tho doctor longing to sec tho 
face of Ms flrst patient to keep him wait- 
ing when he does turn up half an hour or 
more under pretense of being already en- 
gaped with imo'-hcr 
Around of t\\o or 


three calls is easily extended by a tow im- 
aginative hints into a dozen or two, but 
tho bolder trickster launches out into rotfc- 
less expenditure, hires a currhige, keeps it 
at his door And is constantly being driven 
here, there and everywhere. Then: "Dr 
g 
hag BUch a large practice! Wo must 


send for him," is the desired result, which, 
alafcl does not always come about. 


A " 'ftor newly settled in a srnaii coun- 


try i . 11 made a point of attending church 
regularly for (I time, and somehow it al- 
ways happened that lit) received an urgent 
summons which required his immediately 
taking up his hat and hurriedly leaving. 
This made known his presence famously, 
and When presently ho ceased attendance 
entirely it was readily attributed to his in- 
creasing work. Church is indeed a favor- 
ite hunting ground for doctors in search uf 
patients, and some have got a good stare 
from the clergyman having asked if there 
was a medical niun present when somo 
prominent member was suddenly taken ill 
during service. 


'A similar ruse, threadbare enough by 


this time, is for the doctor, when dininfr 
out, to make provision that there shall be tt 
sudden urgent call for his services Al- 
though not a very big advertisement, it 
always helps to keep him to the front. 


There Is no doubt that In the medical 


profession tho young man is at a disadvan- 
tage. Fresh from his studies, he may be 
thoroughly abreast; of medical science, 
while the old fogy rarely looks at a book 
or a journal and plods on as if no advance 
had been made since ho got his diploma. 
Yet the old man has that which begets 
confidence and is as yet laolcing in tho 
young man—experience. So the "buiud- 
less boy" grows a beard, and by and by, 
should he remove his sphere of action, tries 
to still further strength en his position and 
remove all trace of juvenility from his ap- 
pearance by hastening the process of years 
and artificially whitening his hair. 


The physician wishing to succeed may 


try another and more legitimate way ot 
getting his name up. With too umoh lei- 
sure on his hands, he enters with euthu- 
siasm into some special brunch of hid pro- 
fession—studios, Jxpcriments, investigates 
and puts forth 'the results in articles In 
tb,e professional journals, and ultimately 
In a book. 


But it must bo said that there arc somo 


not by any means ornaments to their pro- 
fession, and it may certainly be safely 
said that they are comparatively few in 
number who are unscrupulous enough to 
stoop to the unspeakable meanness of 
keeping patients once they have got them. 
Tho trick Is simple enough, but not easi- 
ly detected. Tho patient cells in the doc- 
tor for some ailment, not of a very surloi 
kind, though perhaps rather obscure, 11 
instead of giving him a treatment wli 
would put him all right in a week or f. 
tho dortor—if he knows his man hus mo 
py to pay for it—treats him in siuh u wa. 
that he docs not mend, porlmps ijots nei- 
ther much better nor worse for \seeks, or 
even months, or umJl ho sees signs of 
of rebellion, -when he changes his course, 
and presently his patient is all right, bun 
with a considerably longer bill to p»y than 
if he had fallen into other hands 


Humoring tho fanciful whims of "old 


women" of both sexes, who have never 
been .seriously ill in their lives, is a more 
lucrative business and certainly not fu 
roprehensihK 
It is a trick of the trade 


which is> not worth more than bare men- 
lion.—New York Ui-putch.

Sam* of the Valuable DtecoTerlM Tbtt 


Wore M»do by Chance. 


Somo ot the most successful and remark- 


able- engineering enterprises have been 
claimed to owe thuir existence to elrrmm- 
stances which, when ooMldered in them- 
selves, seem for too trivial to hove pro- 
duced such Important results. Though 
opinions be divided os to the first trans- 
mission of power by electricity, for exam- 
ple, it has been strenuously malntMned ia 
some quarters that accit'.ont, pure and 
simple, was the cause ot the great discov- 
ery, and on interesting story has boon told 
for man/ years of tho attending clreum- 
stances. This la to the teflect that at the 
international exhibition at Vienna in 1873 
tho Gramme company exhibited two dy- 
namo machines for plating purposes One 
of those machines was in motion, and a 
workman who noticed that somo cables 
were trailing on the ground, thinking that 
they belonged to the second machine, 
placed them in Its terminals. To the sur- 
prise of everybody, this second machine 
immediately began to turn, and it was 
then discovered that tho first dynamo was 
driving the second. It would be strange 
inuttid if there -ware slot other versions of 
this story, and accordingly we find severs! 
somewhat different accounts, from all of 
Which, however, it would appear that the 
development of any measurable power In a 
machine taking its supply of electricity 
from a primary dynamo was something 
wholly unexpected and correspondingly 
startling. 


Closely analogous is the narrative of the 


origin of one of the most successful foun- 
dry blowers now In USB, according to which 
the inventor was attempting to construed 
a water motor-which persistently refused 
to go round when the water was turned 
on. In the determination to learn what 
was wrong a belt connection was mnda 
with a lino shaft so that tho motion of the 
machine might be studied. By the same 
means a reverse motion WHS given to It, 
*nd tho way in which H threw the water, 
and after the water had been exhausted 
drove a current of ttlr, suggested an totlre 
change of purpose, and tho uitichino >raa 
finished and put on tho mai-kot aa o blow- 
er Instead of as a water motor, und thou- 
sands have been built sbicf. This Btory, 
often told with rnrious modifications oi 
detail, serves at) au additional illustration 
of tho foot that Inventors frequently stum 
bio upon success in entirely uneipeotec 
directions.—Cassler's Magazine.

FLOOR CUSHIONS AS DESIGNED 


FOB PIAZZA USE. 


Window Curtains Elaborate and Beanti 


ful-The Old Good Night Caudle-Silver 
Noveltlei. 
New floor cushions are made in the brio- 


che shape, and the resemblance to that old 
time footstool is still further increased by 
the covering, which is in stripes of red, 
bluo and yellow running horizontally. 
These cushions, which are the height of a 
chair seat and about 72 inches in circum- 
ference, are stuffed with excelsior, and a 
round of black leather at the bottom serves 
to make them durable. The cover is a 
Turkish tapestry. Sarper's Bazar gives 
the following suggestions for making them 
at home: 


Stout ticking or awning cloth should be 


used for tho foundation and a strip the re- 
quired length sewed to a circular piece 
which measxires about two yards arouaH. 
Pill this tightly with excelsior, gather it 
up at the top with a stout thread and fas- 
ten securely. 


Sew the striped covering to a piece o! 


black leather the same size as the circulai 
piece of a wrung cloth, slip it over the foun- 
dation, gather it in tho same way and 
with a long upholsterer's needle run a 
strong cord through to tho bottom and 
back again, drawing It tight, and fasten 
BO that it will not slip. This gives a dent- 
ed effect, like that with winch we are la 
mlliar in the old fashioned tomato pin- 
cushions Cover a flatbuttton mold, about 
tho size of a silver dollar, with the same 
goods to ornament the top 


Other floor cushions niuch less trouble- 


some to make are in ordinary pillow shape, 
very large and stuffed in tho same way 
with excelsior or hair, They are frequent- 
ly covered with small Turkish rugs and 
are very handsome and durable. Stamped 
leather is also used for the purpose, but 
there is a linen goods winch comes in sol- 
id red, dull green and blue which would 
be quite effective, as would also tho Mada 
gascar grass cloth which it* so popular in 
summer furnishings. 


Window Captains. 


Dainty d'esprit lace is employed in tho 


making of both tho sash and long curtains. 
A pretty model for dressing a window 
with tho sash or short curtains underneath 
tho long draperies is furnished in The De- 
lineator. The sash curtains fall straight

with a long upholsterer's noedlo run a 
ebrong cord through to tho bottom and 
back again, drawing It ti^ht, and fasten 
so that it will nob Blip. Tins glveo a dent- 
ed effect, liko that with which wo aro fa- 
miliar in tho old faehlont-J tomato pin- 
cushions. Cover a flat butt,ton mold, about 
tho size of a silver dollar, with the same 
goods to ornament tho tcp.

Thep'roper way to fumigate a room is to 


dose the doors, windows, fireplace, etc., 
patting strips of paper over all the cracks. 
Fumigation by burning sulphur is most 
easily accomplished 


Two pounds of sulphur should be al- 


lowed for every room from 10 to 12 feet 
•quare. 


It is better to divide it up and put it in 


several pans rather than burn the entire 
quantity of sulphur used in one pan. To 
avoid the danger of fire these pans should 
be set on bricks or mother and larger pans 
filled with water or with sand. 


After pouring a little alcohol on the sul- 


phur and properly placing the pans about 
the room the farthest from the door of exit 
f hould be lighted first; the others in order. 


The operator will need to move quickly, 


for no one can breathe sulphurous fumes 
With safety. 


After closing the door the cracks around 


it should be pasted up, as was done within 
the room. 


Six hours at least are generally neces- 


sary to fumigate a room properly At the 
end of that time it maybe entered and the 
windows opened, and they should be left 
open as long as convenient, even for a 
week if possible. 


After fumigation a thorough process ol 


cleansing should be instituted. At least 
the walls and ceiling should be rubbed 
dry. 
Much the butcr way is to white- 


wash and repaper. To these instructions 
The Journal of Health adds the rccom 
mendatiori that the floor, and the wood- 
work, and the furniture be scrubbed with 
a solution of carbolic acid or some other 
disinfectant. 


Going T7p Stairs. 


The manner in which people go up stairs 


is productive of many ailments, and a care- 
ful observer who understands the anatomy 
of the body does not wonder that it is so, 
but remarks how much of the ' dead lift' 
there is about 16. The feet and logs are 
made to act as levers not only to force the 
weight of the body up, but also tho addi- 
tional weight which is the result of inertia. 
Instead of raising the chest and animat- 
ing the body to lift its own weight, we 
bend the body nearly double, cramping the 
organs, hindering free circulation and con- 
sequently easy breathing 
Panting for 


breath, we reach "the top, but in the effort 
what a spectacle we present! Going up 
stairs is easy and healthful when properly 
done. We shall not say that it will not 
quicken the pulse, for in this ease, as in 
any other exercise, tho rapidity and force 
of muscular action determine the Tate 
With which the blood is forced to and from 
the heart. 


Don't Be Afraid to Drink Water. 


Br. Torke Davis expresses himself thus 


emphatically in a medical journal in re- 
gard to water: "Of all foods required— 
water is a food—to keep the system in 
healthy working order water is the most 
important. A man may live without any 
one particular kind of diet, whether it be 
flesh, fish or vegetable, but he cannot live 
without water. It enters into the compo- 
sition of every tissaeand fluid in the body. 
Digestion cannot be carried on without it, 
and w-hen food has«:oomplished the nour- 
ishing of the different tissues it is bj 
means of water that its waste is earned 
away. Indeed without water dry food 
would be poison and the digestive appara- 
tus as useless as a miller's wheel with no 
stream to turn it

fl eaten? As to game, he kills all kinds 


of small ground gome, young deer and an- 
telope. His specialty, however, is feeding 
upon dead carcasses of large animals, 
either wild or tame. This being the ease, 
when on a buffalo hunt in Montana in 1886 
we got many coyotes for our collection by 
putting around the buffalo carcasses nu- 
merous bits of lean meat discharged with 
strychnine. The ranchmen and cowboys 
of the west have slaughteredjteas of thou- 
sands of coyotes in this way to protect 
their young calves and sheep and also to 
make money from pelts and bounties. 


The baiting habit ol the coyote is very 


doglike, and his old name of barking wolf 
is very appropriate. 
When collecting 


mammals in Wyoming, it was a very com- 
mon thing for us to hear the coyotes around 
our camp set up a great barking in chorus 
at the firstfign of daybreak, just when the 
roosters begin to crow on the farm. It is 
a wild and uncultivated kind of a bark, 
ending in a falsetto howl, and resembles 
the cry of the jackal of India more nearly 
than any other sound I ever heard. 


But sir coyote is cute. He knows ex- 


actly the distance that constitutes fair 
rifle range, and he knows just as well 
whether the stranger is armed as does the 
stranger himself. When hunting in the 
Shoshone mountains in 1889, I wanted to 
kill a coyote for a special purpose, but 
never once succeeded in getting a fair shot, 
even at 200 yards. 


For 10 days we banged away industri- 


ously at every one wo saw, but never 
touched a hair. Finally, at Corbett's 
ranch, I left the expedition and started 
north by stage, leaving behind me rifle, 
revolver, knife and evoii scissors. Just two 
hours after I had said goodby to my shoot- 
ing izons and taken the buckboard "stage" 
we saw a coyote ahead of us, close to the 
trail Seeing us coming, he selected a soft 
spot, sat down within 30 yards of the trail 
and waited for us. 


We drove up, stopped as we got opposite 


him, and still be did not run. That vil- 
lain sat there coolly and looked us over 
without moving a muscle, but with a leer 
that plainly said, "Now, don't you wish 
you had your old gun?" When we got 
through making faces at him and wish- 
ing for a gun, a revolver or even a com- 
mon stone to £ie at him, wo drove on. 
And then he got up and^went on hunting 
for jack rabbus. To this^ day I have been 
puzzling over thequestion, '-How did that 
gray rascal flnd out so quicldy that both 
the driver and I were totally unarmed.?" 
That he did know it perfectly well I have 
no doubt whatever, for no coyote ever 
waited like that for a man with a gun.— 
St. Nicholas.

Inlaid woodwork is 
eminently an Italian art and should as 
closely as posiiole icserable painting and 
will last as long if >cpt away from damp 
In old day? the inlaid p/tttorn was much 
thicker tlmn it is now ai»d was sunk into 
a solid grotmt", which made it more diffi- 
cult to keep the lines of the drawing accu- 
rate. Now bo1 h the pattern and ground 
should be a thin vcnocr of about one- 
sixteunth of an inch thick, glued down 
upon .solid wood, and this will stand for 
centuries. The veneer should be cut with 
8 thin fret saw, and after it is well glued 
on it fervuld be polished and varnished.

The Care of a St. Bernard. 


A St. Bernard puppy should never be 


taken away from his mother until he is 
six weeks old and only then if healthy. A 
few days before the puppy is taken from 
his mother he should be given daily a lit- 
tle hominy made thin or some of the pat- 
ent pepsinated puppy food, given accord- 
ing to the directions which accompany the 
biscuits. 
This food prepares the puppy's 


delicate little digestive organs for the most 
trying ordeal of his life, the severance 
from natural to artificial diet. A puppy 
should lap the hominy or puppy food, 
whichever is selected, of his own free -wil 
and never be fed with a spoon. 


When the puppy can feed himself, he 


should then have placed before him a bow 
of milk, which should be boiled and al 
lowed to cool to the temperature of blojod 
Great and sudden changes in the die 
should be avoided. Milk is the most val 
uable food for newly ^weaned puppies that 
can be given, and it is advisable to givi 
them, if possible, the same cow's milk, 
which is not obtainable alwats. I have 
found that condensed milk, keeping to ihe 
same brand, is the most desirable. As 
puppies grow older scalded bread, thor- 
oughly boiled oatmeal and puppy dog 
cake made to a pulp should make two 
of the necessary six meals a day that they 
crave. From 6 to 13 weeks their other 
meals may consist of the same solid mate 
rials, substituting broth in the place o: 
milk. The more variety a pup can have 
the better.—Ladies' Home Journal.

There are persons in New York, as well 


as in every other large city, who are contin- 
ually devising methods to defraud tho 
tmwary.

After entering the store 
the young man took the watch and hand- 
ed it to the jeweler, who tested 16 and val- 
ued it at $75. 


They then left tne store, and after some 


argument the saloon keeper purchased the 
timepiece for $30 and thought he had a 
bargain.- Before two weeks had passed, 
however, he discovered he had been clev- 
arly swindled, and that the watch he had 
bought was gold plated and only worth 
about |7.

The First Carronades. 


The earliest mention of the use of car 


ronadee in actual warfare which I hav 
met with is contained in the Edinburg 
Advertiser for April 13, 1779, page 243 
where accounts are given of an action 
fought March 17, 1779, in St. George' 
channel, near the Tuskar rock, between 
the British privateer Sharp and the Amer 
lean privateer Skyrocket. The former wa. 
armed with carronades, "short guns of 
new construction, made at Canon." On 
of these accounts is from Captain MacAr 
thur, an Englishman, who was at the ttm 
a prisoner on board the Skyrocket and wa- 
in a position to speak of the damage BUS 
tained by that ship. 


On April 19, in the same year, a spiritec 


action was fought in the channel betwee 
the Spitfire, a British privateer armed wit 
16 IS pounder carronades, commanded b 
Captwn Thomas Bell and owned by Job; 
Zuiller and others, and the Surveillante, 
French frigate of 32 guns and a forg 
crew. The Spitfire was taken after 
obstinate fight, the Surveillante sustain 
ing considerable damage.

Bwer received ia an autobiographical 
sketch, in the course of which its hero pre- 
sents himself under a variety of appella- 
ions, and much probing of the question 
s necessary baf ore 0110 can arrive at a tol- 
erably clear idea of the subject. 


All children are given a ju ming, or 
milk name," when they are afe-* fse&a 


old. This is conferred upon them with a 
certain degree of ceremony. After the 
jirth of a son among well to do people 
the parents spread a feast to which all 
male relatives and intimate friends are in- 
vited. When the company is assembled, 
ihe father carries tho child into tho room 
and anoiMices the name decided \ipoiu Ev- 
ery one who attends the entertainment is 
the bearer of a present, and on leaving re- 
ceives in return an ornamental box con- 
taining a slice of roast pork, o, custom 
bringing to mind tho rather more refined 
French one of giving each guest at-a chris- 
ienlng a box of bonbons. The mother does 
not appear at table, but passes the day in 
chin-chinning (to "'chin-chin" Is to greet, 
to propitate, etc.) the gods on the baby's 
behalf. During the csenlng, in order to 
warn off evil spirits, numbers of firecrack- 
ers are exploded. It is not considered nec- 
essary to give a feast when a daughter is 
born, notaretheoongrafculatlonsof friends 
expected. Children's "milk names'* ore 
always fanciful and pretty, but that the 
evil eye may be averted these are often 
dropped and the little ones called by some 
opprobrious nickname, such as pig, bug, 
hog, flea, eto. 


"When a boy's education begins, a sba 


ming, or "book name," is assumed. He la 
taken by his father to the school which 
has been chosen, where the father and 
teacher unite IB kowtowing before the 
memorial tablets of Confucius and other 
sages—some of these tablets always hang 
on the walls of schoolrooms—and In be- 
seeching them to look favorably upon the 
lad. The sha ming consists of two char- 
acters which have some auspicious and ap- 
propriate meaning, such names as Intel- 
ligent Scholar, Entering Virtue, Rapid 
Progress, etc., being frequently selected. 


When a man marries, he adopts yet an- 


other name called tsz (style). This is some- 
times composed of a combination of his 
"milk" and "book" names, but is mors 
commonly brand new for the occasion. If 
he obtains a literary decree or occupies an 
official position, he receives a kwan ming, 
or "official name." If ho is a tradesman, 
he takes a hac, or'' Shop name." It is usual 
for the hao to contain some allusion either 
to the personal appearance or to the occu- 
pation of the shopkeeper. This custom 
accounts for the ridiculous signs which 
amuse "globe trotteirs" o^they stroll along 
the Queen's road in Hong-Kong or wan- 
der into the Honkew of Shanghai, the 
signs in these streets being written in Eng- 
lish. Strictly speaking the hao belongs 
more to the shop than to the shopman, but 
it is always used t>y foreigners as if it were 
a personal name, and not infrequently by 
the Chinese also. The case is, however, 
very much the same as if a stranger in 
Paris were to talk about ''Mr. Louvre," 
or "Mr. Bon Marches," It might be sup- 
posed that the suppt^of names enumerat- 
ed would satisfy any icaspnable man, and 
that he could die, in this" respect, content 
with fate, but not so. A Chinaman leaves 
strict injunctions with regard to the final 
one, which is bestowed on him only after 
death. Under it will his virtues be enu- 
merated on the ancestral tablet, and under 
it he will be worshiped, by successive gen- 
erations of descendants. 


Woman, who is in China defrauded ol 


most of her rights, naturally is not allow- 
ed her fair share of names. She is called 
by her ju ming until her marriage, when 
her family name becomes her given name, 
and she adopts in its place the cognomen 
of her husband's clan. Thus, according 
to the Chinese custom, if MissKose Brown 
married Mr. Bobinson, she would discard 
the "Rose" and call herself Bobinson 
Brown, the family name always being 
placed first. 


In the south of China both men's and 


women's names are in conversation com- 
monly abbreviated to one character, to 
which an A is prefixed, as A-k>h, A-cum, 
etc. In Amoy and its neighborhood this 
practice ia reversed, the A being placed 
after the' character, white in many prov- 
inces of the empire the eastern is entirely 
unknown. A stranger is astonished on 
finding that men and women axe frequent- 
ly called by ths same names, and still 
more siirprised when he discovers that in 
the Chinese language no words exist which 
correspond to our duasMan names—that 
is to say, there is none used solely for this 
purpose as we use Henry, J;s:es, Mary, 
ete. They aro simply chosen witii refer- 
ence to their meaning, which oauses whal 
difference there is between the names ol 
the sexes. These are, as has been re- 
marked, often alike, bat agrvin there are 
certain terms which toe or I/ applied to 
men, and vice versa. T3ma while " A My." 
"A Flower" and ''Emulating the Moon" 
aro favorite names for gills they are not 
considered suitable to the sterner sex 


All foreign tradesmen who establish 


themselves in the country take a "hao1 
aad all foreign werohaatsa "hong" name, 
the famous firm of Jardine, Matheson & 
.Co. being known ea "Eno;" that of But- 
terfield & Swire as'Taku.'" Even trav- 
elers a*e generally inspired with a desire 
to have ivory boxes, podfcet handkerchiefs 
and other articles marked with their name 
in Chinese. This fancy enables the wily 
Celestial to play znauy'a sly joke on the 
hated "fan kwei" (foreign devil). Charac- 
ters which approach the foreign name in 
sound are offered to him, but it is a pecul- 
iarity of the language thaValthongh many 
•of its characters have almost exactly the 
same sound, their meanings differ widely, 
and there is no written resemblance be- 
tween them. Tho unconscious "gjobe trot- 
ter" knows naught of this. He will dine 
out and exhibit with tho ntmost compla- 
cency a handkerchief on which he is de- 
scribed ss a "fat pig" or-a "little bog," 
whereas had ho consulted a Chinese scholar 
ho might have gone forth with highly 
complimentary terms inscribed on his per- 
sonal belongings.—>»ew York Post. 


SCKNKS ON A SIjAVE SHIP. 


6ei«n Hundred Naked Wretche* Packed 


Aw»y 60 They Could Not Stir. 


Tkeltwt slaver captured by the United 


States government was the American brig 
Cora, which fell a prize to tho United 
States steaaaer Constellation. This was in 
1800. and a young lad, only 21 years old 
at tho time—Wilburn Hall—was put in 
charge with a prize crew. As soun as 
Lieutenant Hall landed the Cora in New 
York, after $ momentous and dangerous 
voyage in which an abortive mutiny play- 
ed a part, he resigned from the ierriee 
and cast his lot with the confederacy. He 
has written for The Century a striking 
account of the chase and capture of tho 
slaver, as exciting as a chapter from Clark 


When I had divided my small crew into 


watches, and had put a rnun at tho helm, 
I had time to look into tho cabin which 
was to be my homo. There were two cabins 
adjoining each other, with four staterooms 
n tho rorward one and two in the sifter. 
3e?e-, in each of these rooms, I found one 
or two negro maidens, while several hov- 
ered in the corners and crouched upon tho 
sofa and ou the floor. Like tho rest of tho 
slaves, they,wero as nude as when born. 
They looked terribly frightened and evi- 
dently considered mo a sort of "lord high 
executioner." 
When daylight appeared, 


;hey were taken to the quarters of the oth- 
er negresses. 


The next morning found us rolling in a 


lead calm, and as the day grew on tho in- 
xaise heat and glare made the ulavcship a 
den of Indescribable horror. The slaves, 
of course, were brought on deck, or thby 
would have suffocated and died—a course 
which was followed every day from eariy ] 
light till sunset as long as I had them with 
we. They filled tho waist and gangways 
in a tearful jam, for there wore over TOO 
men, -women, boys and young girls. Not 
even a waist cloth can bo permitted among 
slaves on board ship, since clothing even 
so light would breed disease. To ward off 
death, over at work on a slaveship, I or- 
iered that at daybreak the negroes should 
bo taken in squads of 20 or more- and giv- 
en a salt watet bath by the hose pipe of 
tho pumps. This brought renewed life 
after theii fearful nights on the slave deck. 
After theit first bath under my charge, 
Mr. .Fairfax camo aboard bringing oarpon- 
ters, boatswain's mates and satlniakers, 
tor the chip's rigging, sails and spars had 
been badly injured aloft by our flra. That 
broiling day, and tho next, these gangs 
wero at work tepaiiing damages, while the 
Constellation remained rolling near at 
hand. 


In tho meantime I had been busily en- 


gaged in having an open lattice bulkhead 
put up on the slave deuk, close enough to 
prevent passing and yet sufficiently open 
to give what ventilation could be obtained. 
The object was to make a complete sepa- 
ration of the sexes, which were about equal 
In numbers. Windsails were provided for 
ventilation, but with all this no one who 
has never seen a slave deck can form an 
idea of ita horrors. Imagine a deck about 
20 feet wide and perhaps 130 feet long and 
6 feet high. Imagine this to be the pluce 
of abode and sleep during long, hot, 
breathless nights of 720 human beings. 
At sundown, when they were enrried bo- 
low, trained slaves received the poor 
wretches one by one, and laying each crea- 
ture on his side in the wings packed tho 
BOEt against him, and the next, and the 
nest, and so on till, like so many spoons 
packed away, they fitted into each other, 
a living mass. Just as they were packed, 
so must they remain, for tho pressure pre- 
vented any movement or the turning of 
hand or foot until the next morning, when 
from their terrible night of horror they 
were brought on deck once nioro, weak 
and worn and sick. Then, after all had 
come up and received the bath mentioned, 
there was theinyariable horror of bringing 
up the bodies of those who had died dur- 
ing the night. One by one they were east 
overboard, a splash the only ceremony. 
For thirty odd fearful nights and dags this 
routine was endured before I finally landed 
these creatures. At the time I write of I 
was a slave owner, but I bad only known 
happy, well fed and carefully attended 
people, who were as a-part of a large fam- 
ily. Since that service on the Cora, I have 
known how much it cost to Christianize 
the negroes, and I often see in reverie the 
ricrld forms as the fell day by day into the 
tiupio waters. 


Denmark's Wealth In Relics. 


The most remarkable crown jewels and 


silverware are to bo found in Denmark, a 
country not generally regarded aa excep- 
tionally wealthy. They are the result of 
600 years' collection and resemble nothing 
that can be seen anywhere uise. Part of 
the throne itself consists of three solid sil- 
ver lions, life size, and in the chancel of 
the royal chapel there are solid silver stat- 
ues of the IS apostles. 


There is also an equestrian statue in 


solid silver of King Christian IX, mounted 
on horseback, with groups on the base rep- 
resenting the various arts and industries 
which go to make Denmark prosperous. 
The country has been reduced in area and 
Importance by various wars, but the royal 
dignity has remained unimpaired and is 
In many respects greater than that of mon- 
archs of very much larger countries.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.

Tho Cure of a St. Bernard. 


A St. Bernard puppy should never bo 


taken away from his mother until ho is 
six weeks old and only then if healthy. A 
few days before the puppy is taken from 
his mother he should be given daily a lit- 
tle hominy made thin or some of tho pat- 
ent pcpslnated puppy food, given accord- 
ing to the directions which accompany tho 
biscuits. This food prepares thopuppy'3 
delicate little digestive organs for the most 
irying ordeal of his life, tho severance 
from natural to artificial diet. A puppy 
should lap tho hominy or puppy food, 
whichever is selected, of his own free will 
and never be fed with a spoon- 


When tho puppy can feed himself, he 


should then have placed before him a- bowl 
of milk, which should be boiled and al- 
.owed to cool to tho temperature of blopd. 
reat nnd sudtleu changes in the diet 


Ehould'bu avoided. Milk is tho most val- 
uabla food for newly weaned puppies that 
can bo given, and it Is advisable to givo 
them, if possible, tho eanio cow's milk, 
vhich ia not obtainable ulwirys. I have 
iound that, condensed milk, keeping to the 
auiuo brand, Is tho most desirable. As

Th!« brought nnowod life 
after tlieli fearful nights on the slave deck.

Just ns thoy were packed 
so must thoy remain, for the pressure pro 
vented any movement or tho turning o 
hand or foot until tho next morning, whon 
from tholr terrible night of horror thoy 
were brought on deck onco more, weal 
and worn and slok. Then, after al) Imc 
come up and received tho bath mentioned 
there was tho invariable horror of bringing 
up tho bodies of those who had died dur- 
ing tho night. Ono by onu they were cas 
overboard, a splash tho only ceremony 
For thirty odd fearful nights aud days this 
routine was endured before I finally laudcc 
these creatures. At the time I write of ] 
was a slave owner, but I had only kn 
happy, well fed and carefully attended 
people, who were as a- port of a large fam- 
ily.
